MESSRS  OLLIVIER  AND  THIERS. 

The  debate  on  the  Address  in  the  French  Legislative 
Body  has  produced  two  remarkable  speeches,  remarkable 
by  the  contrast,  as  by  the  eloquence  and  talent.  M .  Emile 
OUivier  was  the  orator  of  the  first  day,  M.  Thiers  of  the 
second.  Each  represents  the  two  different  modes  in  which 
the  Emperor  is  addressed  by  liberal  men.  We  say  the 
Emperor;  for  it  is  only  he  who  can  be  addressed, 
aimed  at,  or  reasoned  with.  His  Ministers  are  nothing. 
M.  OUivier  is  of  that  party  which  would  persuade  the 
Emperor  by  cajolery  and  flattery  to  make  at  least  some 
serious  concession  to  constitutional  liberty.  M.  Thiers 
represents  the  far  larger  school  of  those  who  have  ceased 
to  hate  and  scorn  to  flatter,  but  who  utter  lugubrious  pro¬ 
phecies  and  mutter  complaints.  See  how,  exclaims  M. Thiers, 
Europe  enjoys  a  greater  share  of  parliamentary  liberty 
than  the  Frenchman  does.  Setting  aside  all  considerations 
of  justice  or  right,  do  you  think,  he  asks,  that  the  pride 
of  the  Frenchman  can  long  stand  in  such  a  position ;  or 
that  he  will  be  contented  to  sneak  at  the  tail  of  every  other 
nation  ? 

M.  Emile  OUivier  made  very  large  admissions,  some  of 
them,  in  our  opinion,  erroneous  as  well  as  dangerous.  He 
said  he  perfectly  concurred  that  in  presence  of  a  democracy 
so  strongly  constituted  as  that  of  France,  and  endowed 
with  universal  suffrage,  it  was  necessary  to  have  a  strong 
government  as  a  counterpoise.  This,  M.  OUivier  admitted, 
was  some  argument  for  the  great  despotic  power  wielded  by 
the  Emperor.  But  what  a  vicious  circle  of  political 
reasoning  is  here !  Throw  a  country  into  democracy  by 
excess  of  liberties,  and  you  have  straightway  an  exceUent 
(excuse  for  erecting  a  dictatorship  to  counterbalance  it. 
These  are  the  tactics  which  have  been  already  had  recourse 
to  in  several  instances,  and  with  such  success  that  all  other 
Continental  countries  are  prone  to  imitate  it.  At  Madrid 
and  Berlin  the  Governments  are  meditating  the  great 
example  set  in  Paris  and  Bucharest  Bring  in  the  mob  to 
outvote  and  outnumber  the  middle  and  intellectual  classes. 
It  is  these  classes  which  demand  the  reality  of  constitu¬ 
tional  government,  for  which  an  uneducated  people  care 
little,  provided  they  enjoy  the  appearance.  M.  Emile 
OUivier  ought  to  have  avoided  giving  even  the  shadow  of 
an  approval  to  such  principles  and  such  a  policy. 

We  are  inclined,  indeed,  to  think  that  notwithstanding 
their  great  talents,  neither  M.  OUivier  nor  M.  Thiers  spoke 
the  sentiments  of  any  large  class  of  their  fellow  country¬ 
men.  The  liberal  Imperialists,  like  M.  OlUvier,  are  fewer 
and  fewer  every  day.  And  indeed,  in  order  to  thin  their 
ranks,  nothing  more  was  necessary  than  for  the  Emperor 
to  come  forward,  as  be  has  done  this  year,  and  in  offering 
a  few  small  boons,  such  as  the  non-renewal  of  the  communal 
law,  declared  that,  ss  to  poUtical  liberties,  they  were  an 
Utopia.  What  room  is  there  to  hope  for  the  crowning  of 
the  edifice  with  constitutional  freedom,  after  such  words 
from  the  Imperial  lips.  M.  OUivier  must  have  a  sturdy 
faith  to  believe  still  in  such  an  event.  M.  Thiers  is  more 
logical,  and  is  casting  away  all  such  hopes. 

If  one  is  thus  disappointed  with  the  optimism  of  M. 
OUivier,  there  is  also  much  to  find  fault  with  in  the  pessi¬ 
mism  of  M.  Thiers.  And  had  M.  Thiers  been  answered 
by  something  more  than  a  mere  stick  (M.  Tbuillier  is 
no  better)  the  weakness  and  contradiction  of  some  of  his 
arguments  could  not  but  have  been  exposed.  The  Emperor 
ought  always,  says  M.  Thiers,  to  be  compelled  to  consult 
the  country.  Had  he  consulted  it  with  respect  to  two  of 
his  most  important  resolutions,  the  aboUtion  of  Protection, 
and  the  entrance  upon  the  Italian  war,  the  country  would 
have  been  against  both.  Thus  is  it,  that  M.  Thiers  desired 
a  greater  degree  of  freedom,  in  order  to  render  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  Free  Trade,  and  the  liberation  of  the  Italian 
Kingdom,  impossible.  M.  Thiers  is  against  both.  He 
condemns  the  Convention  of  the  15  th  of  September,  andi 
would  sacrifice  the  unity  of  Italy  to  the  itch  for  maintain- 1 
ing  the  military  occupation  of  Rome.  How  forcibly  and ; 
truly  might  not  an  Imperialist  orator  retort.  See  how  j 
France  and  Europe  would  have  lost  and  retrograded,  had ! 
it  {Assessed  Constitutional  Government,  with  M.  Thiers 
for  its  Minister. 

The  most  powerful  part  of  M.  OUivier’s  speech  was  that 
in  which  he  insisted  on  the  necessity  of  political  liberty, 
^at  of  the  press,  of  elections,  and  of  parliamentary 
initiation.  It  was  not  too  late,  he  said,  nor  yet  too  soon. 
It  was  the  moment  of  all  others.  Such  was  the  opinion 
of  our  late  President,  De  Momy,  added  M.  OUivier,  an 
eumple  of  the  f^ility  of  all  institutions  or  non-institu¬ 
tions  dependent  upon  one  life.  M.  OUivier  did  not  say, 


but  he  gave  it  plainly  to  be  understood,  that  after  that  life 
was  withdrawn,  conoessions  of  poUtical  Uberty  would  prove 
too  late  and  insufficient. 

If  we  have  pointed  out  some  of  the  errors  and  inadver¬ 
tencies  of  the  opposite  speakers,  we  might  dweU  with  far 
greater  length  of  exposure  upon  the  absurdities,  we  can 
use  no  milder  word,  of  the  creatures  of  the  Government. 
M.  Thiers  had  extolled  the  happy  reign  of  English  kings 
and  the  wise  administration  of  EngUsh  statesmen.  M. 
Thuillier  deemed  it  sufficient  answer  to  this  to  say,  that 
great  English  statesmen  were  disagreeable  to  the  monarchs 
they  served.  Chatham  was  disagreeable  to  Georgo  the 
Second,  PitLAt  one  time  to  George  the  Third.  The  world 
would  be  at  an  end,  seems  to  say  M.  Thuillier,  if  the 
Parliament  could  force  upon  the  Emperor  so  disagreeable  a 
Minister  as  M.  Thiers.  Thus  falling  back  upon  the  scloto- 
sanctum  person  of  the  Emperor,  as  the  invariable  trick  of 
the  Imperial  orators,  inasmuch  as  they  know  that  it  pre¬ 
cludes  aU  possible  rejoinder. 


THE  LATE  SIR  GEORGE  NICH0LL8,  K.C.B. 

In  1815  there  came  to  reside  in  Southwell,  in  Notting¬ 
hamshire,  Mr  George  NichoUs,  a  man  in  the  prime  of  life, 
who  had  been  in  the  East  India  Company’s  maritime 
service  from  the  age  of  fifteen.  Up  to  that  period  his 
education  had  been  such  as  befitted  the  son  of  a  gentleman 
of  CornwaU  of  an  ancient  family.  In  this  service  he 
became  the  commander  of  a  ship  in  1809,  and  after  six 
years  in  this  responsible  position,  he  quitted  it  to  marry 
the  daughter  of  Brook  Maltby,  Esq.,  of  Southwell,  and 
settled  there  as  we  have  mentioned.  At  Southwell  his 
life  would  probably  have  been  little  varied  from  that  of 
other  country  gentlemen  had  not  his  powers  of  observation 
led  his  active  mind  to  think  deeply  upon  the  various 
instances  of  mal-administration  in  his  parish. 

Here  was  a  parish  with  a  population  of  about  three 
thousand  persons,  having  many  opulent  inhabitants,  with  a 
collegiate  establishment  of  sixteen  prebendaries  and  a  large 
staff  of  officials.  It  might  have  been  thought  that  the 
vicious  system  of  pauperism  which  there  existed  would  have 
been  repressed  by  the  judgment  of  educated  and  influential 
residents.  The  evil  would,  mbably,  have  continued  and 
been  increased,  had  not  Mr  Nioholls,  in  1821,  accepted  the 
humble  office  of  overseer  of  the  poor.  Two  tradesmen 
were  associated  with  him  in  the  higher  post  of  church¬ 
warden.  The  land  was  rated  at  lOs.  6d.  in  the  pound, 
the  buildings  at  13s.,  and  the  annual  amount  actually 
expended  in  relieving  the  poor  was  above  2,0001.  A 
board  of  magistrates  met  weekly  in  Petty  Sessions. 
By  these  worshipful  authorities,  with  Uie  aid  of  one 
salaried  assistant  overseer,  was  the  whole  business  of  the 
parish,  in  fact,  conducted.  It  was  easier  to  satisfy  every 
application  for  relief  than  to  debate  upon  the  justice  or 
policy  of  the  grant.  The  cirde  of  pauperism  had  become 
so  widened  that  **  throughout  the  whole  range  of  their 
existence — in  youth  and  in  age,  in  sickness  and  in  health, 
in  seasons  of  abundance  and  in  seasons  of  scarcity,  with 
“low  prices  or  with  high  prices — the  parish  was  still 
“  looked  on  and  relied  upon  as  an  unfailing  resource  to 
“  which  every  one  clung,  and  from  which  every  poor  man 
“  considered  that  he  had  a  right  to  obtain  the  supply  of 
“  every  want,  even  although  such  want  were  caused  by  his 
“  own  indolence,  vice,  or  improvidence.”  This  emphatic 
description  occurs  in  a  statement  drawn  up  by  Mr  Nicholls, 
in  1834,  at  the  request  of  the  Poor-law  Inquiry  Commis¬ 
sioners.  He  not  only  combated  this  fruitful  cause  of 
misery  and  degradation  by  his  xeal  as  an  overseer,  but  he 
brought  public  opinion  to  bear  upon  the  subject  in  eight 
letters  which  he  addressed,  in  1821,  to  the  editor  of  the 
Nottingham  Journal,  which  were  subs^uently  reprinted  as 
a  pamphlet.  In  three  years  the  exertions  of  Mr  Nicholls 
had  brought  down  the  annual  expenditure  for  the  relief  of 
the  poor  in  Southwell  from  2,0062.  to  5172.  In  effecting 
these  reforms  Mr  Nicholls  relied  chiefly  upon  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  what  is  called  the  Workhouse  Test.  Of  this  prin¬ 
ciple — sometimes,  indeed,  liable  to  be  enforced  without 
due  discrimination,  but  always  effectual  in  providing  for 
actual  want  and  in  rejecting  the  claims  of  those  who  are 
capable  of  getting  their  own  living — he  may  be  cousidered 
the  discoverer.  Soon  after  1823  Mr  Nicholls  left  South- 
well.  When  he  returned  there,  after  a  short  absence,  to 
visit  his  old  neighbours,  he  had  the  satisfaction  to  be 
greeted  in  the  market-place  by  a  number  of  labourers  as 
their  best  friend,  for  they  said  he  had  compelled  them  to 
take  care  of  themselves.  There  was  one  tyranny  from 
which  ho  had  freed  them — that  of  sending  them  for  parish 
relief  to  eke  out  their  low  wages.  He  did  something  more 
than  this  to  entitle  him  to  their  gratitude, — he  opened  a 
school  in  a  building  adjoining  the  workhouse,  to  which  one 
or  more  of  the  children  of  laborers  burdened  with  large 
families  and  applying  for  relief  were  taught  and  fed  during 
the  day  and  returned  to  their  homes  at  night. 

lu  1827  Mr  Nicholls  accepted  the  office  of  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  the  Branch  Bank  of  England  at  Birmingham. 
Here  he  acquired  that  intimate  acquaintauoe  with  financial 


affairs  which  was  of  essential  importance  in  his  subsequent 
career.  In  this  position  he  remained  until  1834.  The 
Poor  Law  Inquiry  had  terminated ;  the  great  measure  of 
Reform  had  been  carried  through  Parliament ;  dnd  the 
Government  had  to  look  around  for  three  competent  per¬ 
sons  to  discharge  the  novel  and  onerous  duties  of  Commis¬ 
sioners.  Without  any  solicitation  on  his  part,  the  Poor 
Law  Reformer  of  Southwell,  upon  a  sm^  scale,  was 
offered  a  seat  at  the  Board  in  conjunction  with  Sir  Frank- 
land  Lewis  and  Mr  John  Lefevre.  Mr  Nicholls  accepted  the 
office  as  a  matter  of  duty.  Its  emoluments  offered  no  im¬ 
provement  of  his  circumstances,  for  they  were  less  than 
his  salary  under  the  Bank  of  England.  The  unremitting 
labour;  the  judicious  application  of  great  principles;  the 
solicitude  to  master  the  most  complicated  and  wearisome 
details ;  the  strict  integrity  and  the  real  benevolence  which 
conducted  Mr  Nicholls  through  the  troublesome  first  years 
of  the  New  Poor  Law  in  his  administrative  duties,  were 
justly  appreciated  by  the  Ministry.  The  multifarious  details 
of  his  office  did  not,  however,  wholly  engross  his  thoughts. 
In  1836  he  submitted  to  Lord  John  Russell  “Suggestions’* 
for  the  application,  with  various  modifications,  of  the 
amended  Poor  Laws  to  Ireland.  Under  the  direction  of 
the  Home  Secretary  he  twice  visited  that  portion  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  in  1836  and  1837,  a  period  in  which  the 
difficult  questions  belonging  to  its  social  condition  were 
becoming  more  and  more  complicated.  He  prepared  two 
Reports,  upon  which  the  measure  of  1838,  “  for  the  more 
“  effectual  relief  of  the  poor  in  Ireland,”  was  in  great 
degree  founded.  To  Mr  Nicholls  was  intrusted  the  work¬ 
ing  of  the  new  system,  with  four  Assistant  Commis¬ 
sioners. 

After  a  few  years  of  assiduous  labour  in  Ireland,  Mr 
Nicholls  returned  to  his  former  position  in  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  English  Poor  Law.  Upon  the  reorganization 
of  the  department,  with  a  President  having  a  seat  in 
Parliament,  he  became  its  Secretary,  with  duties  not 
less  arduous,  and  probably  more  so,  than  had  fallen  to 
him  as  one  of  three  Commissioners.  In  1848  he  was 
made  a  Companion  of  the  Bath.  In  1851  he  retired 
from  office,  and  then  received  a  higher  honour  as  Knight 
Companion.  Thenceforth  Sir  George  Nicholls,  then  at  the 
age  of  seventy,  was  free  to  enjoy  that  repose  from  active 
life  which  he  had  so  well  earned.  He  was  not  of  a  nature 
to  be  content  alone  with  social  intercourse  or  literary 
recreation.  He  chose  an  employment  for  which  his  long 
habits  of  inquiry  had  eminently  fitted  him.  There  was  no 
*  History  of  the  Poor  *  but  that  of  Sir  Frederic  Morton 
Eden,  prefixed  to  his  *  State  of  the  Poor,’  published  in 
1597,  m  three  quarto  volumes.  The  early  part  of  this 
book,  from  the  Reformation  to  the  Revolution,  has  many 
carious  and  interesting  details  of  the  social  condition  of  the 
people,  but  these  occupy  a  small  portion  only  of  the  entire 
work.  Sir  George  Nicholls  determined  to  write  a  new 
history  of  the  poor.  This  work,  in  two  octavo  volumes, 
published  in  1854,  not  only  abounds  in  details  interesting 
to  every  student  of  political  economy,  but  traces  with 
minute  exactness  the  course  of  legislation  at  every  period, 
and  its  effects  upon  the  labouring  classes ;  upon  the  payers 
of  wages,  and  upon  the  owners  of  property.  Necessarily 
the  changes  of  the  previous  twenty  years,  in  which  the 
author  of  the  book  had  taken  so  prominent  a  part,  are 
detailed  with  an  occasional  expression  of  his  opinion  upon 
the  good  they  had  effected,  and  upon  what  still  remained 
to  be  done.  It  is  more  than  ten  years  ago  that  he  advo¬ 
cated  a  great  change  which  Mr  Baines  then  proposed  to 
the  House  of  Commons,  and  in  a  small  part  effected.  The 
anticipations  of  Sir  George  Nicholls  that  compulsory  removal, 
as  well  as  separate  parochial  ohargeability,  would  be  speedily 
accomplished,  have  only  been  in  a  small  d^ree  realized. 
Sir  George  looked  for  a  thorough  revision  of  the  Law  of 
Settlement  and  the  establishment  of  Union  Ohargeability  as 
the  essential  reforms  that  were  imperatively  required. 

“  When  this  is  done,”  he  said,  “  there  will  be  little  occa- 

sion  for  further  changes  in  our  English  Poor  Law,  which 
“  may  then  be  readily  consolidated  into  one  clear  and  com- 
“  prehensive  code,  easy  of  administration  and  intelligible 
“  to  all.” 

Sir  George  Nicholls,  in  1856,  produced  his  ‘History  of  « 
the  Scotch  Poor  Law,’  and  his  ‘  History  of  the  Irish  Poor 
Law.’  These  works  are  marked  by  the  same  accurate 
research  and  clearness  of  narrative  which  distinguish  his 
‘  History  of  the  English  Poor  Law.’  In  his  preface  to  the 
last  published  of  these  he  speaks  of  the  failing  health  and 
advancing  years  which  had  compelled  him  to  retire  from 
the  public  service.  He  continued  for  eight  years  active  in 
body  and  with  littlo  diminution  of  his  mental  powers  till 
within  a  short  period  of  his  death,  which  took  place  on  the 
24th  of  March,  1865.  Old  age  had  little  impaired  the 
cheerfulness  of  his  nature,  and  certainly  not  the  warmth 
of  his  friendships.  This  interest  was  unabated  in  the 
great  social  questions  upon  which  he  had  laboured — an 
interest  which  he  describes  as  “  the  charity  of  the  states- 
“  mau  and  the  philanthropist,  seeking  to  secure  the  largest 
“amount  of  g(^  to  his  fellow  men,  with  the  smallest 
“  amouut  of  accompanying  evil.” 
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had  no  oootroli  and,  aa  if  in  deriliah  naookery,  it  is  pro¬ 
claimed  Uiat  the  officen  will  hare  the  preferenra.** 
General  Sherman  pleads  theancient  nsi^of  rapine,  burning, 
and  destroying,  but  the  precedent  still  older  and  more  in 
point  is  the  murder  of  one  brother  by  another.  Whether 
the  Northerns  or  the  Southerns  were  the  first  to  resort  to 
barbarities  unknown  in  civilised  warfare,  and  revolting  to 
humanity,  may  be  a  question  open  to  dispute,  but  the  ex¬ 
tremities  to  which  both  sides  have  proceeded  must  be  con¬ 
demned  by  the  common  sentiment  of  mankind,  no  matter 
what  may  have  been  the  provocation.  Murder  cannot  war¬ 
rant  murder.  And  even  murder  will  not  long  satisfy  tie 
lust  of  retaliation,  and  we  may  next  hear  of  resort  to  tor¬ 
ture  to  add  to  the  terrors  of  punishment,  and  i^nst  the 
rack  threatened  by  one  belligerent  the  barbarity  of  the 
bone-crushing  boot  may  be  menaced  by  the  other.  The 
race  of  cruelty  once  commenced,  its  horrid  lust  indulged, 
what  bounds  can  be  placed  to  it  ? 


admit  and  repair  a  wrong  or  injustiee  committed,  and  so 
slippery  and  evasive,  that  Loyola  himself  would  dMWn  it. 
The  meaning  of  the  passage  which  we  have  printed  in 
italics,  when  stripped  of  the  truism,  by  which  dost  was  to 
be  thrown  into  the  eyes  of  his  correspondent,  is  that  he  cares 
not  whether  his  speeches  be  correctly  reported,  or  not ;  or 
rather  indeed,  as  the  Abb^  suggests,  that  his  lordship 
finds  the  inaocuracy  of  reports  a  convenient  mode  of 
slipping  out  of  a  scrape,  when  the  truth  of  any  of  his  state¬ 
ments  is  challenged.  We  call  it  a  truism,  b^ium  nobody 
requires  to  be  told  that  the  correction  of  a  reported  speech 
by  the  author  of  it  implies  responsibility.  Why  should  any 
man  correct  his  speeches,  except  to  make  himself  responsible 
for  their  tmthfumess,  and  to  do  justice  both  to  himself  and 
to  his  hearers  or  readers  ?  And  why  should  he  not  do  so,  if 
not  ignavtu,  and  if  actuated  by  an  honest  desire  to  tell  the 
truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth  ?  But  above  all,  if  from 
indolence  or  any  other  reason  ho  declines  to  correct  thein, 
why  should  he  hesitate  to  acknowledge  his  error  when  it  is 
pointed  out  to  him,  instead  of  sheltering  himself  under  the 
plea  that  if  he  were  to  correct  his  speeches  he  should 
make  himself  responsible  for  them ;  in  other  words,  would 
be  pledging  himself  to  having  spoken  the  truth  ? 

Bishop  Wilberforce  would  correct  himself  in  speech,  if 
he  made  a  slip  of  the  tongue,  and  said  something  he  did 
not  mean  to  say  which  would  appear  foolish,  or  to  betray 
ignorance;  but  what  is  the  effect  and  importance  of  a 
speech  delivered  even  to  the  largest  assembly  compared 
with  the  report  of  a  speech  circulated  in  a  million  news¬ 
papers  ?  If  the  speaker  ought  then  to  be  anxious  about 
the  correctness  of  the  one,  how  much  more  should  he  be 
careful  of  the  latter  ? 

From  the  notes  before  ns  we  must  infer  that  the  Bishop 
of  Oxford  is  as  little  in  the  habit  of  reading  over  what  he 
has  written,  with  a  view  to  correction,  as  of  reading  reports 
of  what  he  has  spoken ;  for  more  slovenly  compositions  we 
have  seldom  seen  even  from  the  pen  of  Mrs  Slipslop : 

Rev.  Sir, — I  sm  glad  you  have  communicated  directly  with  myaelf 
on  ths  aubjeot  of  your  letter.  Nothing  was  further  from  my 
intention  in  what  1  aaid  than  to  utter  anything  which  could  oauae 
annoyance  to  any  member  of  your  communion. 

The  words  **  in  what  I  said  ”  are  quite  superfluous,  and 
the  Bishop  might  have  drawn  his  pen  through  them  and 
the  sentence  would  have  more  neatly  stood,  Nothing  was 
further  from  my  intentiou  than  to  utter,  &c. ;  but  what 
follow's  is  worse  than  clumsy  redundancy  :  j 

I  fipoke  of  it  aa  a  oommunion,  which,  from  the  number  of  ita  clergy 
and  tbe  amount  of  diaoipline  among  them,  must  of  neoeseity  have 
been  tried  tnth  the  evil  I  luroaaw  aa  likely  to  beset  our  own  branch 
of  the  Church,  from  tbe  alteration  of  tbe  Rule  of  tbe  Inns  of  Court, 
and  whose  example  might  therefore  be  useful  to  ui  in  framing  a  rule 
for  our  own  conduct. 

The  Bishop  clearly  does  not  mean  what  he  says, 
that  the  communion  has  been  tried,  but  that  it  has 
actually  experienced  the  evil  to  the  extent  of  having  750 
suspended  priests  cab-driving  in  Paris.

the  fntile  proposals  for  the  suppression  of  the 
nnisanos  remind  ns  of  the  charlatan's  infalUble  powder  for 
the  destmetion  of  fleas,  the  directions  for  tbe  use  of  which 
were  these :  ”  First  you  catch  the  flea,  then  you  take  him 
**  by  the  nape  of  his  neck,  and  sqneess  it  till  he  gape,  then 
**  you  take  a  grain  of  the  infallible  powder  and  put  it  down 
**  his  throat,  then  you  let  him  go,  and  he  is  sure  to  die, 
*•  and  to  trouble  you  no  more.” 

Ths  shorter  method  with  the  flea  seems  to  us  the  shorter 
method  also  with  the  dogs,  but  lawlessness  in  Ireland  is  so 
curioosly  perverse  that  it  is  wanting  upon  occasion^  when 
it  might  be  excused.  Why  are  these  people  so  patient  in 
the  wrong  place,  submitting  to  the  ravages  of  dogs  as  they 
would  submt  to  no  injury  from  men  ?  What  blood  has 
been  spilt  to  resist  tithes,  ejectments,  and  indeed  all  land¬ 
lord  rights,  where  dogs  eat  mutton  in  all  security,  fearless 
of  guns.  The  sheep  in  such  a  country  are  certainly  not  to  be 
envied,  and  one  would  almost  think  that  the  care  of  them 
must  have  devolved  on  Protestant  pastors.  As  for  the  dogs, 
who  so  happy  as  they  ?  the  emigration  gives  them  freedom, 
and  their  teeth  a  comfortable  subsistence  on  a  dainty  moat 
diet  They  have  no  cares  and  fears  like  landlords;  no 
wants  and  miseries  like  peasants ;  and  they  are  below  tbe 
law,  which  is  as  good  in  every  respect  as  being  above  the 
law.  Parliament  may  bark  at  them,  indeed,  in  some  device 
for  ebargeabilily  or  responsibility,  but  they  will  respond 
with  a  bite.

WHICH  IS  THE  JESUIT? 

A  correspondence  of,  we  would  fain  hope,  an  unusual 
character  appeared  in  last  Monday’s  Times  between  the 
Bish^  of  Oxford  and  the  Abb6  Rogerson,  who  has  been 
residing  in  Paris  for  six  years  as  chaplain  to  the  English 
Catholics,  in  which  correspondence  the  Bishop  certainly 
does  not  appear  to  advantage,  whether  positively  or  by 
comparison  with  bis  adversary. 

It  will  be  recollected  that,  at  a  convocation  of  his  clergy, 
the  Bishop,  as  reported  in  the  Times  of  February  18,  stated 
that  there  were  760  suspended  priests  driving  cabs  in  Paris. 
The  Abb^  feeling  bound,  both  on  his  own  account  and  on 
that  of  his  English  friends,  to  question  **  this  curiosity  in 
“statistics,”  and  being  fortified  by  the  Chef  de  Bureau 
concerning  public  conveyances  in  his  belief  that  this  asser¬ 
tion  was  a  very  gross  exaggeration  (that  fonctionary 
having  reduced  the  number  750  to  8),  calls  upon  the  Bishop 
to  justify  it.  The  substance  of  the  Bishop’s  reply  is  as 
follows :  “  What  I  did  say  was  that  I  had  been  informed

celebrated,  and 
united  reigns  of  these  two  Mahomedan  princes  lasted  but 
thirty-eight  years,  when  the  dynasty  terminated  by  the 


capture  of  tWr  capital,  Seringapatam,  aad  the  death  of 
Tippoo  in  the  storm,  in  the  year  1799,  or  the  last  but 
one  of  the  last  century.  The  real  hero  of  this  achievement 
was  the  Governor-General,  the  future  Marquis  Wel¬ 
lesley,  and  it  must  be  admitted  that  he  made  a  generous 
and,  as  the  sequel  in  similar  oases  has  proved,  a  wise  and 
politic  use  of  his  conquest.  After  dividing  some  territories, 
chiefly  conquests  made  by  Hyder  and  his  son,  between  the 
British  and  their  ally,  the  Subah  of  the  Deccan  or  Nizam, 
he  resolved  on  restoring  the  ancient  kingdom  of  Mysore  to 
the  descendant  of  its  native  sovereigns,  then  a  child  of  six 
years  of  age.  “  A  lineal  descendant  of  the  ancient  Rajas 
“  of  Mysore,”  says  Lord  Wellesley  in  one  of  his  despatches, 
“  still  remained  at  Seringapatam,  but  whatever  might  be 
“  the  hopes  of  his  family  from  the  moderation  and  humanity 
“of  the  conquerors,  this  young  prince  could  assert  no  right 
“  to  any  share  of  the  conquered  territory.”  Such  being 
the  case,  it  was  bestowed  on  him  by  the  free  gift  of  the 
conquerors,  that  is,  virtually,  of  the  British  Government, 
for  tbe  share  of  the  native  ally  was  purely  nominal.  The 
cession  was  accordingly  made  by  an  express  treaty. 

For  the  first  twelve  years  after  tbe  cession,  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  Mysore  was  carried  on  smoothly,  for  the  Raja 
was  in  his  minority,  and  the  administration  conducted  by 
a  Mahratta  Brahmin,  one  of  the  class  of  Hindus  who  are 
the  financiers  of  Southern  India,  and  who  well  understand 
the  art  of  extracting  the  utmost  revenue  short  of  risking 
But  a  palace  intrigue  ousted  the  Brahmifi 


THE  AMERICAN  ATROCITIES. 

The  horrible  measures  of  retaliation  threatened  or 
actually  perpetrated  by  the  American  Generals,  Federal  and 
Confederate,  Sherman  and  Wade  Hampton,  are  not  to  be 
justified  by  any  precedent  in  modern  warfare.  The  Daily 
News  refers  to  the  orders  of  Wellington  and  Murehal 
Beresford  in  Franco,  directing  the  execution  of  persons 
not  military  who  took  a  hostile  part,  or,  in  the  language  of 
Lord  Wellington,  who  plyed  the  trade  of  partisans,  but

from  place,  and,  at  sixteen,  the  boy  king  proclaimed  his 
own  majority,  and  assumed  the  reins  of  government.  The 
British  Government,  by  the  express  enactments  of  the 
treaty,  his  perpetual  tutor  and  guardian,  stood  by  with 
folded  hands  and  did  nothing.  His  political  education 
bad  been  left  to  his  mamma  and  his  grandmother:  he 
governed  as  badly  aa  his  protectors  could  wish  ;  be  squan¬ 
dered  two  millions  left  him  by  the  Brahmin  financier ;  he 
added  to  the  taxes,  and  he  produced  a  partial  insurrection 


by  these  sure  means. 

This  oourseof  maladministration  was  allowed  a  free  rein 
for  twenty  years,  when,  in  1832,  the  whole  kingdom  was 
sequestered,  and  has  ever  sinoe— -that  is,  for  a  period  of 
thirty- three  years,  or  a  whole  generation — been  ruled  by 
English  officers  like  an  old  British  province,  all  remonstrance 
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on  tho  part  of  the  Sorereign  of  Mjaore  being  evaded  or  left 
unheeded.  There  was  one  man  on  the  spot,  who  after¬ 
wards  beoame  great,  who  foretold,  even  within  five  short 
yean  of  the  restoration  of  the  Baja,  what  the  result  would 
M  of  leaving  him  to  the  tender  mercies  of  tho  Gh>verament 
of  Madras,  under  which  he  was  placed.  This  was  the 
future  Duke  of  Wellington,  at  the  time  a  young  major- 
general,  and  the  present  is  one  of  the  many  examples 
which  his  Indian  career  yields  of  a  quick  and  most  sound 
and  judicious  prescience.  The  Government  of  Fort  St 
**  George  ought,”  said  he,  ”to  have  no  more  to  do 
**  with  the  ^Uija  than  they  have  with  the  Subah  of  the 
**  Deoean  or  the  Peshwa.  The  consequence  of  the  con- 
•*  tinnanoe  of  the  present  system  will  be  that  the  Raja's 
**  Government  will  be  destroyed  by  corruption,  or,  if  not 
**  by  corruption,  by  calumny.  1  know  no  person,  either 
**  civil  or  militi^,  at  Fort  St  George  who  would  set  his 
face  against  the  first  evil,  or  who  has  strength  of  cha- 
**  raster  or  talenta  to  defend  the  Government  of  Mysore.” 
The  future  duke  certainly  knew  the  men  of  authority  well.

It  has  been  said  that  we  hare  received  no  valnablo  con¬ 
sideration  for  our  grant  of  Mysore  to  its  native  priooe.  If 
this  were  true  it  would  assuredly  bo  no  excuse  for  a  most 
fiagrant  bresoh  of  good  faith.  But  it  is  not  true,  for  we 
have  received  the  Aill  value  of  what  we  bargained  for,  the 
fame  of  geoerosity,  humanity,  and  moderation,  the  avowed 
and  proclaimed  price  which  the  framer  of  the  engagement 
himself  stipulated  for,  with  the  admitted  loyalty  of  the 
donee  and  his  family  in  the  long  period  of  sixty-five  years. 
We  have  even  got  something  more  substantial,  an  annual 
tribute  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  a  year,  so  punctually  paid 
that  up  to  the  present  time  it  has  amounted  to  the 
handsome  total  of  16,500,000/.  For  very  shame,  lot  us 
hear  no  more  of  Mysore  annexation ! 


Of  a  future  governor  of  that  presidency,  Bir  Thomas 
Monro,  he  had  in  some  respects  a  high  opinion,  but  he 
knew  him  to  be  an  avowed  enemy  of  a  native  principality 
in  Mysore  and  an  equally  avowed  friend  to  its  annexation. 


PELIZZIONI’S  CASE. 

Sir  George  Grey  has  wisely  decided  that  PcUzzioni  shall 
be  put  upon  his  trial  for  stabbing  the  two  men  who  were 
wounded  in  the  affray  at  Saffron  hill.  This  will,  in  effect, 
be  a  completely  new  trial  of  the  facts,  and  probably  with 
more  sifting  of  the  direct  evidence  than  there  seemed 
occasion  for  upon  the  first  trial.  And  how  will  ‘matters 
stand  if  Pelizzioni  should  be  convicted?  In  that  case 
there  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  hand  that 
stabbed  the  two  men  surviving  was  the  hand  also  that 
struck  tho  mortal  blow  to  poor  Harrington.  It  would 
then  be  clear  that  Mogni  was  not  really  guilty  of  the  man¬ 
slaughter  for  which  he  is  sentenced  to  five  years'  penal 
servitude,  and  justice  would  require  his  restoration  to 
liberty.  And  thus  he  would  hare  got  Pelizzioni’s  neck 
out  of  tho  halter  by  his  confession  of  a  crime  he  had  not 
committed,  and  in  turn  Pelizzioni’s  conviction  would  clear 
Mogni  of  all  guilt  and  open  his  prison  doors.  Such  would 
be  the  curious  result,  unless  it  should  appear  that  Mogni 
was  aiding  and  abetting  Pelizzioni.  but  not  a  particle  of 
evidence  has  yet  appear^  to  that  effect. 


Hyder’s  invasion  on  the  Carnatic.  They,  indeed,  did  not, 
psihaps,  mean  mischief,  but  they  pursued  the  very  policy 
which  led  to  it. 

Lord  Dalhousie  favoured  the  annexation  of  Mysore  as 
advocated  by  the  smaller  local  politicians,  and  this  was,  of 
course,  to  be  expected  from  one  who,  in  the  course  of  his 
eight  years'  administration,  has  annexed  ten  kingdoms  or 
principalities.  The  Raja,  when  his  lordship  wrote,  he  said, 
was  sixty-two  years  of  age,  was,  as  he  informed  himself, 
of  a  short-lived  family,  no  reigning  prince  of  his  house  for 
twenty  generations  having  reached  the  age  of  sixty.  Such 
being  the  case,  he  could  not  be  expected  to  live  long,  and, 
not  ^ving  male  heirs  or  intending  to  adopt  one,  his  kingdom 
woold  necessarily  lapse  to  the  original  donor,  for  to  name  a 
successor  was  not  to  be  thought  of.  In  the  Minute  in 
Council  in  which  these  notions  are  recorded.  Lord  Dal¬ 
housie  observes  that  the  treaties  by  which  the  kingdom  was 
bestowed  on  the  Raja  are  **  silent  as  to  heirs  and  successors. 
**  No  mention  is  made  of  them ;  the  treaty  is  exclusively  a 
^'personal  one.”  No  heirs  are  certainly  named,  for  an 
obvious  reason.  It  would  be  contrary  to  Hindu  law  to  do 
so,  since  the  Hindu  sovereign  names  his  own  heir,  having, 
moreover,  tho  legal  right  of  adopting  one,  while,  even  failing 
his  doing  so,  the  power  rests  with  his  eldest  surviving 
widow.  But  the  treaty  contained  words  still  stronger  than 
those  of  heirs.  It  was  called  “  a  treaty  of  perpetual  friend- 
**  ship  and  alliance,”  made  to  last  “as  long  as  the  sun  and 
“  moon  shall  endure.”  And  so  Lord  Dalhousie’s  limits  to 
the  endurance  of  the  sun  and  moon  were  confined  to  the 
lifetime  of  a  single  prince  of  a  short-lived  generation  !  His 
lordship’s  hopes  have  been  signally  defeated.  Tho  man  of 
sixty-two,  whose  shortness  of  life  was  reckoned  upon,  still 
lives  at  seventy-one,  and  openly  and  publicly  alfinus  his 
determination  to  exercise  bis  lawful  right  of  naming  his 
own  heir. 

All  this  wss  well  enough  for  Lord  Dalhousie,  a  professed 
annexationist.  But  what  can  be  said  for  Lord  Canning,  who, 
to  oar  great  mortification,  turns  out  to  be  an  annexationist 
also  in  so  far  as  concerns  Mysore, — he  who  published  the 
Queen’s  proclamation  confirming  the  native  princes  of 
India  in  ueir  hereditary  dominions,  while  be  himself  added 


THE  RIVAL  SCHEMES  FOR  ARCTIC 
EXPLORATION. 

Before  the  members  of  the  Geographical  Society  carry 
their  threat  into  execution  of  squeezing  an  Arctic  !^pedi- 
tion  out  of  the  Government,  they  should  come  to  somo 
agreement  amongst  themselves  os  to  the  scheme  to  be 
adopted.  Sir  Roderick  Murchison  reckons  confidently  on 
the  hearty  concurrence  of  the  experienced  explorers  in 
some  scheme  which  he  calls  “  our  scheme  but  of  two 
schemes,  almost  poles  asunder,  before  the  Society,  he  does 
not  state  which  is  the  favoured.  Wo  believe,  however, 
that  his  preference  is  for  tho  plan  of  sledging  to  the  North 
Pole,  from  Smith’s  Sound  high  up  Baffin’s  Bay.  This  is

the  repudiation  of  a  aolemn  treaty  then  but  three  score  years 
old,  and  to  the  enactments  of  which  there  were  still  living 
witnesses.  Wonderful  is  it  to  see  an  English  gentleman 
of  high  integrity,  blameless  life,  and  eminent  ability,  when 
transmuted  into  an  Indian  politician,  fancying  figments 
and  adducing  reasons  which  would  damage  the  reputation 
of  a  village  attorney.  “  It  has  been  supposed,”  said  his 
lordship,  “that  he  will  bequeath  his  kingdom  to  the 
“  British  Government.  I  say  supposed,  because  there  is  no 
“formal  or  official  erideace  of  his  purpose.”  He  himself 
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tinoally  and  ajitematioally  found  engaged  in  expelling  ^e 
labouring  population  beyond  the  congee  of  its  territorial 
rule,  and  leaving  it  not  where  to  lay  its  head.  Sometimes 
the  close  parish,  as  it  is  called,  belongs  to  a  single  landlord ; 
sometimes  to  two  or  three  who,  for  the  mutual  benefit  of 
their  pockets,  oonspire  together  for  the  expulsion  of  the 
human  vermin  and  the  demolition  of  their  humble  houses. 
The  effect  in  either  ease  is  the  same.  The  population  is 
driven  for  shelter  and  in  search  of  work  to  the  towns,  there 
to  beat  down  wages  by  involuntary  competition,  and  to 
spend  its  days  in  toil.  It  may  be  impossible  to  prevent  such 
use  or  abuse  of  the  rights  of  property  by  Act  of  Parliament  j 
but  it  is  quite  possible  not  to  stimulate  or  encourage  it  by 
law :  and  if,  without  meaning  to  do  so,  Parliament  feels 
bound  to  make  enactments  which  have  such  a  tendency, 
then  the  least  Parliament  may  do  is  to  make  countervailing 
provisions  regarding  the  consequences  of  its  own  acts.  This 
u  what  the  Union  Chargeability  Bill  proposes  to  attempt. 
We  say  attempt  rather  than  accomplish,  because  con¬ 
fessedly  it  is  but  one  step  towards  that  compensating 
justice  which  our  urban  communities  have  a  right  to 
demand.  Still  it  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  one 
which  will  inevitably  le^  to  more.  It  is  an  excellent 

{>reeedent,  which,  if  adopted,  is  certain  ere  long  to  be  fol- 
owed  up.  It  is  the  assertion  of  a  great  principle  of  inter- 
parochial  equity,  which  may  one  day  bear  abundant  fruit. 

In  London  the  bill  will  have  little  or  no  operation,  which 
is  much  to  be  regretted ;  for  in  London  the  evil  confessedly 
needing  correction  has  grown  to  a  greater  height  than  any¬ 
where  else.  There  cannot  be  imagined  any  social  iniquity 
more  glaring,  or  any  form  of  social  cruelty  more  scandalous, 
than  that  whereby  the  owners  of  property  in  certain  me¬ 
tropolitan  parishes  are  permitted  to  double  its  value  at  the 
expense  of  the  poor  whom  they  drive  to  a  distance  from 
their  work,  and  at  the  cost  of  the  poorer  parishes  upon 
which  they  fling  them.  The  noblemen  of  the  West-end 
and  the  bankers  of  the  City  require  ranges  of  palaces  for 
luxury  or  for  business,  and  they  clear  the  ground  accord¬ 
ingly  of  whole  acres  of  human  habitations.  The  poor  cannot, 
indeed,  be  made  to  cease  out  of  the  land,  but  they  are  made 
to  cease  out  of  the  parish ;  and  then  peers  and  members 
of  Parliament  for  the  City  congratulate  one  another  on 
the  vast  improvement  effected,  and  the  breaking  up,  as  they 
farcically  cidl  it,  of  dens  of  dirt  and  squalor.  What  becomes 
of  the  transferred  squalor  and  dirt  they  know  and  care 
nothing.  Enough  for  them  that  the  vulgar  odour  of  indi¬ 
gence  comes  not  between  the  wind  and  their  nobility,  and 
that  their  mammoth  mansions  or  counting-houses  are  freed 
thenceforth  from  all  liability  worth  mentioning  for  the 
support  of  the  poor.  If  they  could  extinguish  the  despised 
multitude  and  bury  their  no  longer  suffering  carcasses 
under  the  foundation  of  their  pretentious  piles,  there  would 
be  more  consistency  and  a  great  deal  more  humanity  in 
the  proceeding.  When  a  man  dies  in  France,  the  doctor 
sa^s — n  ne  sovffre  plus,  which  is  a  gentle  way  of  dealing 
with  the  stem  fact,  and  has  the  merit  of  putting  the  best 
face  on  the  matter.  But  amongst  us,  when  irresponsible 
power  takes  it  into  its  head  to  extirpate  hundreds  and 
thousands  of  defenceless  pwple,  it  tears  down  the  houses 
where  they  have  dwelt  quieUy  and  industriously  since  they 
were  bora,  bids  them  begone  from  its  fashionable  presence, 
and  if  they  ask  where  they  are  to  go  to,  bids  them  go  to 
the  devil.  The  people  thus  driven  forth  tumble  and  squat 
upon  the  already  overcrowded  parishes  where  there  are  no 
palaces  and  no  likelihood  of  any  being  built,  there  to 
aggravate,  in  a  deg^e  that  baffles  description,  the  mis¬ 
chief  and  misery  inseparable  from  want  of  decent  room. 
Two,  three,  and  four  families  are  in  these  places  to  be 
found  occupying  single  rooms  by  day  and  night.  One  of 
the  inmates  falls  sick  of  fever,  and  the  rest  have  no  choice 
but  to  inhale  the  deadly  breath  of  typhus,  and  to  wait  till 
their  time  shall  come.  The  man  goes  forth  to  his  work  in  the 
morning,  has  to  walk  an  additional  mile  before  he  reaches 
it,  and  the  same  ere  he  gets  back  at  night.  Death  comes  in 
mercy  to  rescue  one  or  two  of  the  wretched  fellow-sufferers, 
and  ^e  corpse  is  left  of  necessity  in  the  room  where  they 
have  to  eat  and  drink  and  sleep.  Then  some  consent  to  be 
taken  into  the  workhouse  of  tho  impoverished  parish,  and 
the  struggling  ratepayers  of  that  parish  are  compelled  to 
pay  the  extra  bill.  Piecemeal  the  poor  perish  and  the 
helpless  ratepayers  suffer,  and  Gallio  cares  for  none  of  these 
things.  There  are  horrors  of  this  kind  in  full  work  within 
half  an  hour’s  walk  of  every  one  of  us,  and  the  Legislature 
looks  on  placidly,  and  does  not  attempt  to  amend  the  law 
under  which  they  are  perpetrated.  Nay,  tho  only  acts 
likely  to  pass  this  session  are  such  as  in  certain  districts 
wiU  confessedly  aggravate  the  evil.  Tho  Union  Charge- 
ability  Bill  will  not  touch  it  at  any  point. 

That  bill,  perfectly  right  and  wise  in  itself,  and  one  of 
thoM  steps  by  which  Mr  Yilliers  is  discreetly  and  gradually 
achieving  what  remains  to  be  done  for  the  healthy  cor¬ 
rection  and  completion  of  our  Poor-law  system,  met  with 
an  opposition  that  can  have  only  one  effect  on  an  impartial 
observer.  Where  an  array  of  cogent  argument,  uniting 
both  experience  and  theory,  is  rebutted  only  by  a  lugging 
out  of  the  whole  old  stock  of  agricultural  implements  of 
debate,  late  period  of  tho  session,”  “  wait  for  more 
“  information,  *'  not  the  right  time,”  “  does  not  go  far 
**  enough,  &c.,  and  not  even  the  ghost  of  a  substantial 
advexM  argument  is  raised,  we  may  be  very  sure  that  not 
only  is  a  ripe  harvest  being  cut,  but  that  there  is  more  of 
it  than  the  armful  then  before  the  sickle.  Wo  wish  Mr 
Villiers  the  honour  he  deserves,  of  gathering  in  every  yet 
standing  sheaf  before  he  is  called  from  his  day’s  labour. 

The  Union  Bating  Bill,  as  we  have  said,  does  not  among 
its  merits  include  that  of  helping  London.  For  sound 
reason  it  provides  that  where  several  parishes  are  grouped 


together  in  one  Union,  the  rating  for  relief  shall  be  general 
over  all.  But  except  in  the  poor-exti^ating  City,  where 
rates  have  been  brought  down  to  nothing,  and  in  one  or 
two  other  in  stances  hardly  worth  noticing,  metropolitan 
unions  of  parishes  do  not  exist.  The  large  metropolitan 
parishes  are  all  of  them  unions  in  themselves,  so  that  they 
can  derive  no  benefit  whatever  from  the  proposal  of  Mr 
Villiers.  Is  it  not  time  yet  to  break  the  spell  whereby 
inordinate  and  insatiable  wealth  is  enabled  to  escape  all  co¬ 
liability  for  the  support  of  the  working  classes  when  sickness 
or  age  leaves  them  helpless  in  London  ?  What  worse  than 
rustic  ignorance  is  it  that  impedes  the  performance  of  so  plain 
a  duty  }  Why  should  the  small  householders  of  Chelsea  or 
Lambeth  bo  taxed  by  Lord  Westminster  without  their  consent  ? 
for  it  comes  to  this  practically,  and  to  nothing  short  of  it. 
Why  should  the  millionaires  of  Lombard  street  be  allowed 
to  rob  the  wretched  bakers  and  hucksters  of  Bethnal  green 
by  compelling  them  to  pay  to  the  support  of  the  poor 
that  lately  lived  and  worked  within  the  sound  of  Bow 
bells  ?  Is  there  any  policy,  any  honesty,  any  decency  in 
permitting  this  ruin  to  be  wrought  in  the  midst  of  us; 
this  revolting  injustice  to  be  done  not  only  with  impunity, 
but  with  profit  ?  Let  us  not  be  told  by  any  fine  gentleman 
engrossed  in  business  or  pleasure  that  this  has  never 
occurred  to  him,  and  that  we  are,  therefore,  too  hard  in 
branding  the  class  to  which  he  belongs.  Why  has  he  not 
thought  of  it  ?  Has  a  man  a  right  to  live  and  thrive  in  a 
land  like  this,  and  to  be  secured  in  person,  in  liberty,  and 
in  property  against  all  disturbance,  and  yet  to  go  on  eating 
and  drinking,  adding  house  to  house  and  field  to  field, 
sipping  pleasure  from  a  brimful  cup,  and  refusing  either 
to  allow  the  labouring  multitudes  any  voice  in  the  making 
of  laws  or  any  adequate  protection  from  them  for  the  ordi¬ 
nary  means  of  existence  ?  Will  mere  shutting  of  the  eyes 
put  out  the  glare  of  the  hideous  facts  around  us  ?  Will 
mere  stopping  of  the  ears  prevent  the  utterance  of  curses, 
not  loud  but  deep,  upon  the  baneful  and  brutalizing 
system  ? 


MUZZLE  YOUB  WATCH-DOG. 

There  is  an  old  Don  in  one  of  Cibber’s  comedies  who, 
equally  wroth  with  the  representatives  of  pro  and  con, 
shouts  to  his  valet  to  fetch  him  a  barrel  of  gunpowder  and 
three  pennyworth  of  rat’s-bane,  that  he  may  blow  up  one 
and  poison  the  other.  If  Mr  Marshall,  as  judge  of  the 
Leeds  County  Court,  always  heard  cases  in  a  reasonable 
temper  of  this  sort,  as  shown  by  him,  if  the  local  report 
be  accurate,  in  the  case  of  O’Hara  v.  Filsworth,  on  the 
20th  of  March,  he  would  long  since  have  blown  himself 
up  with  his  own  gunpowder  and  given  the  rat’s-bane  to  his 
judicial  reputation. 

The  case  was  in  itself  a  very  trivial  one.  A  professed 
hawker,  who  turned  out  not  to  be  a  hawker  but  a  rag  and 
bone  gatherer,  who  had  been  convicted  for  theft,  went  to 
the  locked  gate  of  the  back  yard  of  Major  Filsworth’s  house 
at  Chapelton,  and  was  bitten  in  the  cheek  by  the  yard- dog 
whUe  he  was  endeavouring  to  shake  the  gate  open.  The 
bone-gatherer,  as  he  had  successfully  done  once  or  twice 
before,  after  feeling  the  fangs  of  the  watch-dog,  who 
object^  to  his  stealthy  method  of  transacting  business, 
snapped  back  with  the  fangs  of  law,  and  sued  in  the 
County  Court  for  damages — ten  pounds.  Now  the  yard 
in  which  Major  Filsworth  kept  his  watch-dog  was  shown 
to  be  one,  with  a  gate  always  locked,  that  no  stranger  had 
any  right  or  occasion  to  come  near,  the  road  to  the  house 
being  in  another  direction.  On  behalf  of  the  ”bone- 
”  gatherer  ”  it  was  shown  that  two  other  persons  had 
been  bitten,  but  had  said  nothing  about  it.  Which  was 
not  surprising,  as  the  dog  was  confined  to  the  yard,  and 
could  bite  nobody  unless  be  did  what  he  had  no  business 
to  do.  And,  of  course,  there  arose  the  question  whether  a 
bone -gatherer,  who  in  the  way  of  his  business  steals  into 
back  premises  to  ferret  through  the  dust-holes,  ought  to  be 
bitten  by  yard-dogs  while  in  the  exercise  of  his  profession. 
Londoners  know  veir  well  that  even  in  what  their  auc¬ 
tioneers  describe  as  first-class  suburban  villas,  and  where, 
with  an  eye  to  the  convenience  of  servants,  the  dust-holes 
are  placed  as  near  to  the  back  door  of  the  house  as  possible, 
there  is  no  time  of  the  day  at  which  a  servant  may  not  be 
startled  by  the  discovery  of  doubtful-looking  lads  or  men 
concealed  under  the  dust-hole  covers.  They  are  expelled 
as  bone- gatherers,  but  there  is  a  vulgar  superstition  among 
householders  that,  in  such  cases,  if  there  had  been  no 
transit  of  nimble- fingered  Mercury,  and  if  the  basement 
story  had  by  chance  been  deserted  for  five  minutes  and 
the  back  door  left  ajar,  a  furtive  knock  unanswered 
would  have  been  followed  by  a  furtive  peep,  then  by 
a  furtive  inward  step,  and  a  quick  rush  for  the  plate 
basket  or  the  next  beat  and  handiest  of  movables.  We  do 
not,  ignorant  as  we  are  of  County  Court  law,  venture  to 
say  that  a  man  has  no  right  to  be  found  concealed  under 
a  dust-hole  lid,  or  to  enter  back  yards  furtively  in  the 
disguise  of  a  hawker,  which,  when  peeled  off,  discloses  a 
bone-gatherer  who,  on  further  peeling,  may  give  us  for 
kernel  a  convicted  thief.  A  man  is  not  a  thief  because  he 
has  been  a  thief ;  and  a  rag  and  bone  gatherer  dwells 
surely  with  the  Graces.  As  for  the  beauty  of  his  calling, 
if  Greek  be  knowledge,  the  man  who  mixes  up  his  life 
with  nothing  but  old  rags  and  bones  may  even  be  Grace 
itself,  for  we  have  Greek  for  it  that  Grace  is  the  companion 
of  small  things,  Xdpis  fiaiuisiv  ortiitt.  Only  we  do  ven¬ 
ture  to  ask  whether,  on  the  authority  of  a  County  Court 
Judge,  a  Thief  also  is  entitled  to  the  unmolested  usei 
of  our  out-door  premises  in  the  pursuit  of  business  ? 

We  dare  think  it  rather  explosive  doctrine  when,  in 
hearing  a  case  of  this  sort,  a  County  Court  judge  rules,  as 


Mr  Marshall,  at  Leeds,  ruled  in  this  ease,  angrily  but  in 
plain  words,  that  a  th^f,  too,  has  f*a  pc^ect  right  to  go 
**  into  any  person’s  yard  he  chooses;”  interrupts  an  advo¬ 
cate  when  he  is  only  going  to  cite  a  case,  at  the  nature  of 
which  he  has  not  hinted,  as  Mr  Marshall,  at  Leeds,  inter¬ 
rupted,  with,  **  I  know  the  law,  and  the  case  does  not 
”  apply ;  ”  and  when  urged,  ”  Ferhaps  your  Honour  will 
”  hear  it,  and  then  decide ;  I  submit  it  is  directly  in  point 
”  in  establishing  my  argument,”  only  bursts,  as  Mr  Marshall 
at  Leeds  did,  with  the  prophecy,  ”  I  say  it  isn’t.”  Here, 
at  any  rate,  was  gunpowder  for  the  blowing  up  of  one  side. 
Forty  shillings  damages  were  given  to  the  plaintiff,  but 
he  got  his  rat’s-bane,  too,  in  the  addition,— I  should 
”  have  given  you  more,  but  I  believe  you  to  be  one  of 
**  those  people  who  go  prowling  about  people’s  houses  for 
**  no  go^.  There  is  no  doubt  of  that.**  And  so  it  was 
actually  as  a  thief  that  he  got  damages  for  being  bitten  by 
a  house-dog. 

This  case,  heard  in  the  Leeds  County  Court  on  Monday, 
March  20,  was  reported  in  the  Leeds  Mercury  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day,  and  we  quote  from  that  paper  the  part  of  its 
report  to  which  we  especially  direct  the  attention  of  autho¬ 
rities,  if  any  there  be,  who  correct  the  original  effusions  of 
our  County  Court  judges.  Some  of  these  gentlemen  are 
too  apt  to  emulate  the  feeblest  of  the  unpaid  Shallows  in 
their  freaks  of  arbitrary  petulance. 

The  defendant,  in  answer  to  a  question  from  his  Honour,  stated  that 
the  dog  was  kept  in  the  yard  to  attack  people  who  came  there  mpropertg, 
but  he  denied  that  he  had  heard  of  any  person  being  bitten  before  the 
plaintiff.  It  was  further  shown  that  the  gate  was  dwajs  locked,  and 
that  no  person  had  a  right  or  occasion  to  come  near  it,  the  road  to  the 
house  being  in  another  direction.  Mr  Blackburn  contended  that  the 
defendant  could  not  be  made  liable,  as  what  had  happened  was  caused 
by  the  negligence  of  the  plaintiff,  who  was  a  trespasser,  and  against 
whom  there  was  strong  cause  for  suspicion  to  rebut  the  suj^sition 
that  he  had  a  lawful  excuse  for  being  where  he  was.  His  Honour  : 
Do  you  contend  he  had  no  right  in  defendant’s  yard  i  Mr  Black¬ 
burn  :  I  do.  I  say  be  had  no  right  there,  and  that  the  police  were 
authorised,  if  requested  so  to  do,  to  remove  such  a  person.  His 
Honour :  Then  I  hold  that,  whether  rag-gatherer  or  thitf,  he  had  a 
perfect  right  to  go  into  any  pereon's  yard  he  chooeet.  Mr  Blackburn : 
That  may  be  your  Honour’s  opinion.  Mr  Blackburn  argued  that 
under  the  authorities  which  be  quoted  a  man  bad  a  right  to  keep  a 
savage  dog  for  the  protection  of  his  premises,  and  that  if  a  person 
unlawfully  there  was  bitten  no  action  will  lie,  and  that  be  bad  shown 
sufficient  to  prove  that  plaintiff  bad  no  lawful  purpose.  His  Honour : 
1  say  he  had.  Mr  Blackburn :  No  scienter  has  been  proved,  and  this 
is  the  gist  of  the  action.  The  defendant  denies  that  he  knew  the  dog 
had  bitten  people  before,  and  no  negligence  has  been  shown.  All  the 
negligence  is  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  and  the  case  of——  His 
Honour :  I  know  the  law,  and  the  case  does  not  apply.  Mr  Blackburn : 
Perhaps  your  Honour  will  hear  it,  and  then  decu^.  I  submit  it  is 
directly  in  point  in  establishing  my  argument.  His  Honour:  I  say 
it  isn't.  Mr  Blackburn  :  Then  if  your  Honour  declines  to  hear  the 
case  1  cannot  m  on,  but  I  submit  the  plaintiff  cannot  be  heard  to 
claim  damages  from  the  defendant  when  he  is  himself  the  wrong-doer, 
and  has  contributed  to  the  injury  he  has  received.  The  Court  can 
have  no  sympathy  with  a  man  of  the  plaintiff’s  character,  who  exposes 
himself  to  these  injuries  purposely  to  obtain  damages.  His  Honour 
then  summed  up,  and  said  be  repeated  that  bone -grubber  (as  the 
plaintiff  was  called)  or  not,  the  plaintiff  had  a  perfect  right  to  go  into 
defendant’s  yard,  and  that  he  was  there  for  a  ktufd  purpose,  and  he 
believed  Major  Filsworth  knew  that  the  dog  was  ferooioi^  for  he  had 
stated  he  placed  the  d(^  there  to  attack  people.  Major  Filsworth  :  I 
did  not  mean  that.  1  will  explain.  His  Honour:  I  wiU  hear  no 
explanations ;  you  said  so.  The  defendant,  therefore,  must  pay  40s. 
damagee  and  costs.  Then  addressing  the  plaintiff,  bis  Honour  said, 
**  I  should  have  given  you  more,  but  I  beheje  you  to  be  one  qf  those 
people  who  go  prowling  about  peoplds  houses  for  no  good.  There  it  no 
doubt  of  that. 


CANADIAN  CONFEDEEATION. 

Sir, — The  defeat  of  the  British  North  American  Confede¬ 
ration  scheme  in  the  Loirer  Provinces  affords  some  breathing 
time,  which  those  who  regard  that  project  as  mischievous 
must  employ  to  expose  its  demerits  in  EngUmd.  For  this 
purpose  1  write  the  present  communication,  which  for  several 
reasons, — among  the  chief  that  you  have  not  fallen  into  the 
errors,  as  I  think  them,  common  on  this  subject, — I  venture 
to  ask  you  to  give  room  for  in  the  Examiner.  Every  one 
acquainted  with  the  relations  between  the  mother  countir  and 
the  colonies  must  feel  that  it  is  desirable  that  all  sides  of 
questions  on  which  the  Imperial  Government  is  called  on  to 
act  should  be  thoroughly  understood  before  it  is  too  late  to 
prevent  the  consequences  of  mistake.  The  rebellion  of 
Canada  cost  Great  Britain  some  millions  of  money,  which 
would  have  been  spared,  if  the  concessions  made  a^r  the 
insurrection  had  been  made  before.  They  were  not  made 
because  the  Imperiid  Parliament  and  the  English  press  was 
flooded  with  one-sided  misrepresentations  by  which  all  who 
desired  Uie  reform  of  abuses  were  made  to  appear  as  traitors 
to  their  Sovereign  until  they  were  driven  to  become  so.  Not 
to  go  over  minor  events  of  a  political  character,  by  which  the 
same  truth  might  be  illustrate,  I  may  be  allowed  to  say  that 
I  think  almost  every  one  now  admits  that  the  choice  of  the 
seat  of  government  made  in  England,  though  made  at  the 
request  of  the  Canadian  Legislature,  was  a  mistake ;  and  in 
another  direction  I  may  add  that  a  very  ordinary  degree  of 
information  would  have  prevented  those  losses  on  Grand 
Trunk  stock,  which  have  been  incurred  in  England  by  a  belief 
in  false  representations  made  by  men  who  were  and  are 
highly  placed  in  our  local  governments.  The  events  now 
passing  here  certainly  invoke  consequences  of  a  gravity 
which  makes  correct  information  more  than  ever  important  for 
those  who  have  to  exercise  a  preponderating  influence  in  our 
affairs,  and  this  information  will  not  in  its  fulness  be  obtained 
either  from  official  despatches,  nor  articles  in  the  press  coming 
from  official  sources,  and  intended  to  popularize  the  official 
scheme. 

I  miut  begin  by  saying  that  the  Liberal  party  in  Canada 
have  for  many  years  complained  of  extravagant,  illegal,  and 
corrupt  expenditures  from  the  public  treasury,  causin;^  a 
constantly  augmenting  debt,  and  a  supposed  necessity,  which 
has  been  adroitly  taken  advantage  of  for  the  purposes  of  the 
protectionists,  of  excessive  customs’  duties.  There  was,  how- 
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erer,  a  quMtion  whose  character  made  it  affect  partioalarlr 
the  Liberals  of  Upper  Canada,  who  demanded,  and  I  think 


with  perfect  jiutice,  that  the  representation  of  the  country 
in  Parliament  should  be  more  fairly  apportioned,  so  that  the 
population  of  that  part  of  the  county  might  exercise  in  the 
Legislature  an  inflnence  adequate  to  its  numbers  and  wealth. 
This  question  had  been  more  or  less  suffered  to  fall  into 
abeyance  during  the  years  1862  and  1863,  in  which  a  Ministry 
from  the  “  Liberal  ”  party  held  office,  though  by  a  rery  pre¬ 
carious  tenuro.  It  was  then  agreed  by  the  whole  party  to 
waire  that  discussion,  because  it  was  felt  that  the  re-esta¬ 
blishment  of  an  honest  Oorernment  and  an  equilibrium 
between  the  rerenne  and  expenditure  were  the  duties  of  the 
hour,  and  that  these  things  could  not  be  accomplished  if  the 
party  were  broken  up  by  the  forcing  of  a  sectional  question. 
Very  soon,  howerer,  the  "Liberal**  was  again  superseded  by 
a  ConserTatire  Goremment,  which  in  its  first  session  was 
beaten  on  a  rote  which  declared  that  the  Finance  Minister 
had  expended  100,000  dollars  without  authority.  It  must  be 
added  that  the  case  thus  passed  upon  was  only  one  of  many, 
some  inrolring  much  larger  snms,  respecting  which  similar 
charges  were  made,  as  1  think  truly.  The  money  had  been 
usually  employed  to  bolster  up  the  finances  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Bailway  and  of  the  Upper  Canada  Bank,  an  institution 
which  then  acted  as  the  Financial  agent  of  the  Province,  in 
spite  of  its  stock  being  much  below  par,  and  having  since 
fallen  to  about  70  per  cent,  discount  on  the  original  investment, 
notwithstanding  the  time  since  accorded  it  to  pay  up  the 
large  deposits  which  it  holds  on  Government  account.  The 
vote  which  proved  fatal  to  the  Conservative  Government  was 
concurred  in  by  all  the  Liberals  in  the  House  of  Assembly. 

The  Ministry  did  not  resign,  but  there  was  a  crisis  of  two  or 
three  days’  duration  ;  and  how  was  this  crisis  terminated  P 
By  overtures  from  Mr  Brown,  the  leader  of  the  Upper 
Canadian  portion  of  the  Liberals,  to  join  the  Ministry  whom 
he  had  just  assisted  to  censure  for  that  which,  if  anything, 
was  a  gross  abuse  of  their  trust  as  custodians  of  the  money 
of  the  province  ;  the  condition  of  his  joining  them  being  that 
something  should  be  done  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Upper 
Canadians  on  their  peculiar  question  of  representation.  I 
think.  Sir,  that  this  giving  up  of  a  demand  for  strict  integrity 
in  the  management  of  the  public  funds  in  exchange  for  a 
political  concession  to  one  party  in  the  country  is  a  trausaction 
which  must  shock  every  one  acquainted  with  the  nature  of 
parliamentary  government.  Mr  Brown,  as  the  editor  of  the 
most  influential  journal  in  Upper  Canada,  and  as  leader  of  by 
far  the  most  powerful  party  which  followed  any  one  man  in 
Parliament,  had  been  for  years,  on  all  occasions,  opposing  the 
Conservative  Government  under  the  name  of  "  corruptionists.’* 
He  had  under  his  hand,  in  public  documents,  proofs,  as  he 
alleged,  of  numerous  flagrant  cases,  not  only  of  political 
frauds,  but  of  dispositions  of  public  money  which  were  the 
next  thing  to  embezzlements,  if  that  were  not  the  right  word 
for  them  ;  he  had  urged  all  his  friends  to  vote  for  the  censure  ; 
and  yet,  three  days  after,  he  asked  the  Ministry  whom  he 
had  thus  helped  to  defeat  to  accept  him  as  a  colleague — their 
corruptions  unatoned  for ;  no  consequences  following  the  con¬ 
demnation  of  their  acts  ;  and  this  strange  change  being 
excused  on  the  single  plea  that  the  new  Government  was  to 
make  certain  concessions  upon  a  question  which  had  formed 
no  part  of  the  consideration  which  had  influenced  the  late 
decisive  vote. 

I  do  not  say.  Sir,  that  this  preliminary  history  proves  the 
Confederation  scheme  to  be  bad  ;  but  I  think  tl^t  anything 
evoked  from  such  a  combination  is  at  least  liable  to  suspicion. 
However  that  may  be,  the  Ministry  formed  by  the  accession 
of  Mr  Brown  and  two  Liberals  to  nine  Conservatives,  who 
remained  after  the  others  had  retired  to  make  way  for  the 
new-comers,  presented  their  programme  of  future  policy  to 
the  House. 

It  was  intended — so  it  was  said — by  the  measures  thus 
planned,  to  heal  the  dissensions  which  had  grown  up  between 
the  two  sections  of  the  country  out  of  the  difficulty  about 
the  representation,  and  Mr  Brown,  for  his  part  of  the  show, 
made  a  speech  in  which,  with  tears  in  his  eyes  and  a  choke  in 
his  throat,  he  testified  his  misery  at  leaving  his  honest  friends, 
the  Lower  Canadian  Liberals,  and  joining  the  **  corruptionists,*’ 
«<-a  step,  however,  which  he  felt  bound  to  take,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  carrying  the  great  reform  in  favour  of  Upper  Canada 
which  was  now  to  be  inaugurated.  Here  is  the  text  of  the 
programme : 

"  The  Government  are  prepared  to  pledge  themaelves  to  bring  in  a 
measure  next  session  for  the  purpose  of  removing  the  existing  diffi¬ 
culties  of  introducing  the  federal  principle  into  Canada,  coupled  with 
such  provision  as  will  permit  the  maritime  provinces  and  the  north¬ 
west  territory  to  be  incorporated  in  the  same  system  of  government, 
and  the  Government  will  seek,  by  sending  representatives  to  the 
Lower  Provinces  and  to  England,  to  secure  the  assent  of  those  interests 
which  are  beyond  the  control  of  our  own  Legislature,  to  such  a 
measure  as  may  enable  all  British  North  America  to  be  united  under 
a  general  legislature  based  upon  the  federal  principle." 

You  will  thu0  see.  Sir,  that  the  pledge  which  the  new 
Ministry  ^ve  to  the  country  waa,  that  they  would  do  some¬ 
thing  within  the  constitutional  power  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  ;  and  that  they  only  mentioned  the  Confederation  of 
the  other  Provinces,  which  was  not  within  the  power  of  the 
Canadian  Parliament,  as  a  matter  for  after  consideration, 
which  might  subsequently  be  asked  for  and  granted ;  and 
that  all  this  was  to  be  done  in  the  shortest  time  possible,  in 
order  to  realize  a  specific  reform.  But  all  this  was  speedily 
overthrown  by  the  scheme  of  Confederation  being  made  the 
first  and  principal,  instead  of  a  secondary  and  contingent 
object  of  the  new  policy,  and  thus  the  only  excuse  which  Mr 
Brown  could  offer  for  li^  conduct,  in  leaving  honest  men  and 
consorting  with  "  corruptionists,"  ceased  to  be  an  excuse  at 
all.  Again,  admitting  that  these  things  do  not  prove  the 
scheme  of  Confederation  to  be  bad,  I  hope  that  they  do  throw 
very  grave  discredit  at  the  outset  over  a  proposal  for  consti¬ 
tutional  changes  of  the  most  radical  kind,  which  are  seen  not 
to  have  originated  in  any  great  popular  want  or  demand ; 
but  to  have  been  contrived  in  a  few  minutes  by  a  conclave  of 
politicians,  who,  if  they  had  higher  motives,  most  certainly 
were  not  without  those  tangible  reasons  by  which  personal 
ambition  prompts  the  actions  of  mankind.  This  discredit  is, 
1  think,  increa^  by  the  fact  that  the  project  so  suddenly 
adopted  had  been  loudly  denounced  by  some  of  the  parties 
who  now  made  it  their  poli^  on  which  th^  appealed  to  Par¬ 
liament  and  the  country.  Li  1861,  when  for  a  short  time  a 
**  liberal "  Government  of  Mr  Brown’s  political  friends  was 


in  office,  and  when  that  GKivemment  proposed,  in  concert 
with  the  Governments  of  .the  Lower  Provinces,  to  build  the 
Intercolonial  Bailway,  a  large  number  of  the  "  Liberals  ” 
throughout  the  country  manifested  their  opposition  to  that 
proceeding.  Among  tnem  was  Mr  Brown,  and  the  indigna¬ 
tion  was  heightened  because  it  was  assumed  by  him,  and  ] 
believed  on  his  assertion  by  othen,  that  the  railway  was  only 
meant  as  a  preliminary  for  a  political  connection.  I  do  not 
quote,  from  fear  of  lengthening  this  too  long  letter  ;  but  I 
enclose  you  some  extracts  from  this  gentleman’s  newspaper 
to  show  that  I  am  making  no  mis-statements.  I  must  now 
add,  that  Mr  John  A.  MacDonald,  the  leader  of  the  Upper 
Canadian  Conservative  wing  of  the  present  Government,  being 
then  in  opposition,  stumped  "  some  of  the  western  counties 
against  the  Government ;  made  their  intention  to  build  ^e 
Intercolonial  Bailway,  and  their  supposed  intention  to  form 
a  Union  with  the  Lower  Provinces,  among  the  strongest  points 
of  his  case  against  them ;  and  said  that,  though  he  had  had 
many  years  of  differences  with  Mr  Brown,  he  was  happy  to 
find  that  the  nefarious  railroad  and  Union  plans  could  not  1^ 
carried  out,  because  in  that  contest  at  any  rate  he  would  have 
the  great  influence  of  Mr  Brown  to  aid  him  in  resisting  the 
plans  of  the  Ministry.  These  are  the  two  leaders  of  the 
present  movement  for  Confederation  and  the  Intercolonial 
Bailroad. 

In  coming  to  the  mode  in  which  the  Confederation  project 
was  shaped  into  the  Constitution  which  the  Imperial  Parlia¬ 
ment  is  to  be  asked  to  pass  into  law,  I  do  not  wish  to  impute 
too  great  importance  to  the  irregnlari^  of  the  manner  of 
constituting  the  Quebec  Conference.  Bat  I  think  that  is  a 
matter  not  wholly  to  be  lost  sight  of  in  estimating  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  the  acceptance  of  the  invitation  by  the  Imperial 
Parliament  It  is  plain  that  there  was  no  constitutional  warrant 
for  the  assembling  of  that  body  ;  which  would,  perhaps,  be 
of  small  consequence,  as  their  work  was  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Legislature,  but  for  the  way  in  which  that  submission  has 
been  managed,  the  Ministry  refusing  to  permit  any  word  of 
the  project  to  be  altered,  and  finally  carrying  the  previous 
question,  in  order  to  prevent  the  small  "Liberal"  opposition, 
which  remains  outside  their  coalition,  from  even  putting 
amendments  on  the  records  of  Parliament.  By  this  sub¬ 
sequent  proceeding  the  draft  of  the  Constitution  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Conference  was  invested  with  the  attributes 
of  an  enactment  passed  by  a  legislative  body  in  all 
respects  but  the  final  rejection  or  adoption.  Now  what 
was  the  method  taken  to  appoint  these  delegates — so 
called  because  they  had  no  delegation  P  From  Canada  only 
members  of  the  Ministry  appeared  at  the  Conference ;  from 
the  other  provinces  members  of  the  Ministry  and  any  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Opposition  whom  they  invited,  and — so  far  as  is 
known — in  whatever  number  or  proportion  was  agreeable  to 
each  Government.  At  the  Conference  the  votes  were  taken 
by  provinces,  but  the  vote  of  each  province  must  have  been 
determined  by  the  majority  of  its  so-called  "  delegation." 
Now  you  will  please  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  whole  affair 
arose  professedly  out  of  a  desire  to  remedy  the  evil  of  an 
unfair  apportionment  of  the  representation  of  Canada,  and  yet 
the  fundamental  law  intended  to  form  the  framework  of  the 
government  of  all  British  North  America  for  ever  was  passed 
m  an  assembly  where  the  voters  of  Prince  Edward’s  Island 
and  Newfoundland,  with  a  population  of  some  60,000  apiece, 
counted  for  as  much  as  that  of  Canada,  with  more  than 
2,000,000  of  people !  It  has  been  stated  by  Mr  Galt  that 
the  Canadian  majority  was  opposed  to  the  exchanging  of 
the  electoral  principle  m  the  choice  of  Legislative  Councillors 
for  the  nominative  principle,  which  it  is  intended  should  pre¬ 
vail  in  the  Confederacy.  So  we  see  that  in  the  name  of  Bepre- 
sentation  according  to  Population,  the  views  of  three-fourths 
of  the  people  of  the  new  State  have  been  sacrificed  to  one- 
fourth  on  a  question  certainly  of  very  high  importance !  But 
throughout  the  utmost  precaution  was  taken  to  oust  popular 
influence  of  any  authority  which  it  might  be  suppose  to 
have  in  determining  the  results  of  the  deliberations  of  the 
Conference.  The  Conference  was  held  with  closed  doors  ;  it 
was  weeks  after  its  conclusion  before  any  account  of  what 
bad  been  done  was  permitted  to  see  the  light ;  then  the  report 
of  the  resolutions  were  sent  only  to  members  of  Parliament,  and 
were  marked  "  private  and  to  them  there  were  appended  no 
division  lists ;  still  less  any  notes  of  the  arguments  which 
had  been  employed  during  the  sittings.  Every  circumstance 
which  could  serve  to  enable  the  public  to  form  an  intelligent 
pinion  on  what  had  been  done,  has  been  studiously  suppressed, 
xet  through  all  this  obscurity  we  discern  facts  which  sug¬ 
gest  grave  doubts  at  least  as  to  some  of  the  statements 
which  have  been  put  forward  to  influence  public  sentiment 
here  and  in  England.  The  most  important  of  these  is  the 
representation  that  the  Conference  was  unanimous  in  the 
resolutions  reported.  The  report  of  these  resolutions  bears 
that  it  is  "  authenticated  **  by  the  signatures  of  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  ;  and  it  has  been  repeatedly  asserted  that  there  were  no 
dissentients.  It  tarns  out,  however,  from  the  uncontradicted 
statement  of  Mr  Palmer,  one  of  the  delegates  from  Prince 
Edward’s  Island,  that  he  and  other  delegates  were  opposed 
to  the  resolutions  ;  that  another  word  than  "  authenticated  ’’ 
was  employed  in  the  first  instance,  which  really  expressed 
what  it  was  wished  that  the  world  should  believe  ;  that  be 
and  the  other  malcontents  thereupon  prepared  a  protest ;  but 
that  while  they  were  writing  it,  the  dispute  was  compromised 
by  chanfring  tne  original  words  for  one  without  meaning,  so 
t^t  while  tne  report  should  represent  to  the  world  that  the 
Conference  was  unanimous,  the  dissentients  should  not  be 
bound  by  their  signatures  to  anything  beyond  an  attestation 
of  the  correctness  of  the  jtroc^a  verbal  of  the  proceeding. 

Let  us  now  look  at  the  invitation  to  legislate  which  is  given 
to  the  Imperial  Parliament,  lliat  body  is  asked  to  pass  a 
law  compnsing  a  large  number  of  clauses,  which  is  hereafter 
to  be  the  funmimental  statute,  or  written  Constitution  of  the 
country.  At  present  the  Canadian  Government  is  carried  on 
under  the  Imperial  statute,  known  as  the  Union  Act,  with 
some  amendments  made  since  it  was  first  passed.  The  Act 
does  little  more  than  block  out  the  framework  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution  in  a  manner  absolutely  necessary  for  setting  the 
machine  in  motion,  unless  resort  had  been  had  in  the  Ame¬ 
rican  mode  to  a  Convention  of  the  people.  In  practice,  how¬ 
ever,  we  derive  a  part  of  our  Constitution  from  those 
despatches  of  the  Imperial  Government,  by  which  was  con¬ 
ceded  that  "responsible  government,"  which  has  Ix^n 
properly  represented  as  being  a  transcript  of  the  British 
Constitution.  Under  this  the  sovereignty  is  exercised  by 


the  Governor-General  acting  without  responsibility  upon  the 
advice  of  Ministers  who  are  responsible  to  the  Parliament  of 
Canada.  Every  one  has  been  satisfied  with  the  operation  of 
this  mode  of  government ;  but  it  is  manifest  toat  yon  muti¬ 
late,  if  not  destroy  it  whenever  you  invoke  legislation  from 
a  superior  power  outside  of  the  province.  It  may  be  that 
the  British  Government  wishes  to  resume  what  it  has  given. 
I  do  not  think  so  ;  but  if  it  does,  let  it  do  it  with  a  full  com¬ 
prehension  of  the  fact.  It  is  no  doubt  true  that  the  Union 
Act  has  been  already  altered  ;  but  it  is,  prectically,  a  different 
thing  to  amend  a  clause  or  two  in  a  simple  act  like  that 
statute,  and  to  abolish  the  Constitution  altogether,  and  sub¬ 
stitute  a  new  and  written  charter,  full  of  all  kinds  of  details, 
in  its  place.  But,  in  fact,  the  remains  of  even  that,  or  any 
similar  statute,  so  far  as  they  are  intended  not  to  enable  but 
to  limit  the  local  legislatures,  are  opposed  in  principle  to  that 
responsible  or  constitutional  government  which  has  been 
conceded  to  us.  This  anomaly  may  arise  under  them,  that 
our  Parliament  may  refuse  its  confidence  to  any  Minist^ 
which  fails  to  carry  a  measure  prohibited  by  the  Imperial 
statute,  which  the  Imperial  Parliament  may  refuse  to  re^l— - 
then  a  dead  lock — refusal  of  the  supplies,  and  so  forth.  Or  the 
Imperial  Parliament  may,  as  in  fact  it  has  done,  in  opposition 
to  the  wishes  of  a  part  of  the  people  of  the  colonj^  repeal  a 
portion  of  the  Imperial  statute  at  the  request  of  another 
part  of  the  people.  Yet  I  take  it  that  a  charter,  once  given, 
cannot  be  altered  by  the  grantor  to  the  detriment  of  any  of 
the  persons  interested  in  its  advantages.  If,  therefore,  the 
Union  Act  is  a  mere  charter,  the  Imperial  Parliament  wronged 
the  French-Canadisn  part  of  the  people  when  it  removed  the 
safegiurd  afforded  by  that  clause,  which  prohibited  the  pre¬ 
sentation  to  the  Governor-General  for  his  sanction  of  any 
bill  intended  to  alter  the  representation  of  the  people  in  Par¬ 
liament,  unless  such  bill  should  have  been  passed  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote.  That  repeal  waa  indeed  perfectly  consistent 
with  the  idea  that  the  limitations  of  the  Union  Act  were 
rendered  obsolete  by  the  concession  of  "  responsible  govern¬ 
ment,"  but  was  utterly  inconsistent  with  the  idea  of  its 
being  a  written  constitution  for  protecting  minorities  of 
the  population  against  majorities.  What  the  Imperial  Par¬ 
liament,  therefore,  is  to  be  asked  to  do  is  to  abrogate  the  exist¬ 
ing  liberties  of  the  country,  and  to  re-enact  a  new  fundamental 
law  with  very  precise  limitations,  which  is  avowedly  intended 
to  prevent  future  changes,  however  much  or  reasonably  they 
may  be  demanded.  There  is  to  be  a  forfeiture  or  resumption 
of  privileges  already  granted  and  long  enjoyed. 

If  this  were  merely  a  theoretical  objection,  it  would  be  a 
grave  one;  because  we  act  by  rule  in  order  that  we  may 
act  rightly  with  respect  to  circumstances,  not  present ;  but 
which  may  become  so.  But  it  has  a  direct  and  almost 
immediate  practical  bearing.  We  have  now  an  elective 
Legislative  Council,  obtained  aAer  long  and  repeated 
demands  from  all  classes  of  the  people^  and  never  the 
subject  of  any  general  complaint.  Yet  the  Imperial 
Government  is  a»ed  to  make  this  body  elective,  and 
virtually  to  give  office  for  life  to  the  very  persons  who  are 
asking  for  the  change,  and  who  have  been  cnosen  only  for  a 
term  of  years. 

This  attempt  at  usurpation  is  bad  enough ;  but  there 
is  a  far  worse  and  more  extensive  one  involved  in  the 
measure.  If  our  Constitution  be  really  a  transcript  of 
that  of  the  mother  country,  our  Parliament  can  do  anything 
subject  to  the  reversal  of  their  acts  by  succeeding  Legisla¬ 
tures  ;  but  this  present  Canadian  Parliament  adopts  a  scheme 
in  great  detail,  and  presents  it  to  the  Imperial  Parliament, 
asking  that  b^y  to  make  it  law,  in  such  a  way  as  to  prevent 
it  from  being  ever  amended  or  repealed  herea{ler,by  any 
Provincial  authority.  The  will  of  the  present  Legislature  la 
to  bind  its  successors  for  ever. 

I  confess.  Sir,  that  I  am  astonished  when  I  see  that 
any  English  lawyer  or  statesman  has  given  his  approval, 
as  Mr  Cardwell  has  done,  to  anything  so  monstrous,  so 
opposed  to  principle,  and  so  fertile  of  future  troubles 
— to  a  proposition  which  will  destroj  that  system  which 
has  now  existed  throughout  the  colonies  for  nearly  twenty 
years,  and  which  recent  events  in  New  Zealand  have 
shown  the  wisdom  of  making  broader  rather  than  of 
restricting.  The  history  of  the  origin  of  the  Con¬ 
ference,  and  the  debates  upon  its  reports,  prove  that  that 
report  is  looked  upon  as  a  compromise  by  which  the  peculiar 
interests  of  various  sections  of  the  p^ulation  are  hereafter  to 
be  protected  from  any  change.  But  can  any  reasonable 
person  suppose  that  in  a  country  like  this,  of  all  others,  there 
can  be  any  such  thing  as  finality  P  Are  you  to  limit  for  ever 
the  development  of  the  legislative  wants  of  amrowing  people 
by  the  framework  which  suits  its  infancy  P  How  long  was  it 
after  the  passing  of  the  Union  Act  before  amendments  were 
demandeaP  How  long  will  it  be  before  the  same  causes 
which  have  heretofore  given  rise  to  the  demand  that  the 
Legislative  Council  shall  be  elective  will  make  the  same 
demand  ^  heard  again  P  Is  the  Imperial  Parliament  pre¬ 
pared  to  carry  out  the  tacit  comp^t  which  it  will  make  if  it 
pass  this  Act,  and  to  take  the  position  of  being  the  barrier  to 
the  accomplishment  of  any  great  reform  which  may  hereafter 
be  demanded  by  a  large  majority  of  the  popnlation,  but 
resisted  by  a  minority  sheltering  itself  behind  the  clauses  of 
a  written  constitution  of  which  Great  Britain  is  held  to  be 
the  guarantor  P  Or  will  it  make  up  its  mind,  after  professing 
to  confer  a  lasting  constitution,  to  change  it  whenever  that  is 
demanded  by  a  majority  of  our  Legislature  P  The  first  course 
would  be  very  far  from  complying  with  the  idea  that  the 
colonies  are  to  govern  themselves ;  and  the  second  would  be 
rerj  much  like  a  breach  of  faith. 

I  feel.  Sir,  that  I  have  already  made  this  letter  too  long, 
but  if  you  find  it  of  sufficient  interest  to  publish  it,  I  will  ask 
you  to  allow  me  to  follow  it  by  one  other.  Canada.

Thera  ia,  then,  a  eeeming  planaibleneaa  in  the  objection 
grounded  on  a  double  repreaentation  of  the  clergy  ;  but  the 
AMdeoiaatical  Parliament  haa  no  more  reality  now  than  that 
light  of  Mount  Tbabor  of  which  Gibbon  apoke  aa  the  creature 
of  an  empty  atomach  and  an  empty  brain.  Boea  it  not  follow 
that  it  would  be  better  to  get  rid  of  ao  mere  an 
aa  the  assembly  in  which  clergymen  gravely  talk  of  the  mis- 
ehieroua  tandaaciea  of  modem  literature?  The  laity  are 
not  admit^  into  it ;  the  clergy  are  not  really  represented  in 
it ;  and  aran  if  they  were,  it  would  be  of  no  use,  for  they 
have  not,  and  they  cannot  hare,  any  power.  They  cannot 
Buapend  an  offending  biahra  or  prieat ;  they  eannot  deprive 
him  of  hia  aea  or  hia  benefice  ;  may  can  but  reaort  to  aome 
miserable  subterfuge  which  profesaea  to  condemn  a  book 
while  it  wholly  acquits  the  writer.  Whether  it  is  in  itself  a 
good  thing  that  a  number  of  gentlemen  should  now  and  then 
meet  for  a  day  or  two  at  Westminster  or  in  York  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  parents  may  stand  as  sponsors  for  their  chil¬ 
dren  or  laymen  be  sent  to  read  the  Bible  to  the  sick,  is 
another  matter ;  but  all  such  oueationa  ean  be  settled  just  aa 
well  in  an  assembly  over  whion  a  mock  legislative  character 
ia  not  thrown.  Such  discussions  are  the  proper  business  of 
Church  Oongreaaea,  or  other  like  assemblages  ;  and  if  these 
disouaaioDS  lead  to  any  tangible  result,  the  cnurchmen  should 
apply  to  Parliament  for  a  bill  to  give  effect  to  their  concln- 
siona. 

As  things  are,  all  that  Convocation  can  do  is  to  pub¬ 
lish  condemnations,  which  are  simply  libels  on  the  writers, 
whom  they  are  unable  to  touch  in  person.  A  clergyman 
writes  a  bMk  which  is  charged  with  nereay,  and  after  long ! 
examination  he  ia  pronounced  by  the  law  of  the  land  not  to 
have  done  anything  inconsistent  with  hia  legal  obligations  as 
a  clerf^man  of  the  Established  Church  ;  -and  the  Convoca¬ 
tion  bids  him  **  go  in  peace,"  only  pronouncing  that  his  book 
ia  abominable  and  his  doctrines  are  pestilential.  This  is  a 
libel  which  ia  oalculated  to  do  a  man  grave  mischief  in  his 
profession ;  and  the  public  has  a  right  to  demand  that  such 
libels  shall  not  only  be  put  an  end  to,  but  punished. 

There  is  something  inexpressibly  contemptible  in  the  idea 
of  bishops  and  priests  trying  to  befoul  the  characters  of  men 
whom  they  cannot  silence ;  and  a  protest  against  such  wretched 
mockery  may  be  of  some  use  at  a  time  when  we  are  not  unlikely 
to  have  a  repetition  of  it.  By  the  recent  decision  of  the  Privy 
Council,  the  Bishop  of  Cape  Town’s  proceedings  against  the 
Bishop  of  Natal  are  prononneed  null  and  void  ;  but  an  effort 
will  probably  be  made  to  show  that  in  ^aro  coiucientia  the 
latter  stands  condemned, — that  he  has  said  things  which  cut 
down  all  religion  and  truth  and  common  honesty,  and  so 
forth.  Such  attacks  are  unmanly  and  cowardly ;  but  the 

Ssrmission  of  them  involves  a  wrong  which  should  be  reme- 
ied.  The  jurisdiction  of  Dr  Gray  Is  found  to  be  a  dream  ; 
but  it  is  still  open  to  him  to  bring  the  Bishop  of  Natal  before 
the  proper  tribunal,  if  be  sees  cause  for  doing  so.  Mr 
Wilmn  and  Br  Williams  were  so  brought;  and  I  cannot 
suppose  that  the  Bishop  of  Natid  would  interpose  the  slightest 
hindrance  to  such  a  course.  A  fair  and  foil  trial  before  the 
legal  tribunals  of  the  land  is  all  that  he  has  asked  for ;  let  him 
have  it ;  and  if  by  these  he  is  pronounced  not  to  have  offended, 
then  neither  ConvoMtion  nor  any  other  assembly  should  be 
suffered  to  slander  him  with  impunity.  It  is  absurd  to  talk 
of  agreeing  or  disagreeing  with  a  man,  or  about  his  tenden¬ 
cies,  or  his  tastes ;  the  question  is.  What  has  he  done  f  If 
it  can  be  shown  that  the  Bishop  of  Natal  has  done  more  than 
the  writers  of  ‘  Bssa3rs  and  Henews,'  and  that  the  measure  in 
which  he  haa  exceeded  them  constitutes  an  offence  against 
the  Articles  of  Beligion,  let  him  be  condemned  and  punished 
aooordingly.  My  own  belief  is  that  he  has  said  much  less, 
and  that  there  is  no  possible  means  of  oondemning  him.  For 
orthodoxy  and  heterodoxy,  as  party  cries,  Ae  English  public 
care  little ;  but  they  know  what  agrees  with  the  spirit  of  the 
English  Constitution,  and  what  is  lixely  to  abridge  or  to  extend 
their  freedom.  They  have  no  liking  for  the  yoke  of  an  abso¬ 
lute  authmrity ;  and  they  know  tnat  the  Bishop  of  Cape 
Town  is  seeking  to  establish  a  sacerdotalism  which  makes  of 
the  layman  a  slave  and  of  the  priest  an  instrument  almost 
more  slavisb,  which  has  sent  Galileo  to  a  dungeon  and  Husa 
to  a  stake,  and  slaughtered  myriads  on  myriads  for  the 
utterly  impossible  crime  of  witchcraft,  tiie  goodly  fruit  of  a 
belief  that  other  than  human  actors  mingle  in  the  great 
drama  of  human  life.

^ _ Mention  to  our  besetting  sin  of  want  of 

preparation,  and  to  the  determined  manner  in  which  Minis¬ 
ters,  whoever  they  may  chance  to  be,  persist  in  neglecting 
the  commonest  caution  against  disasters  which  might  be 
averted  by  the  exertion  of  common  sense.  Thus,  in  times  of 
peace,  our  admirals  are  sent  oat  to  foreign  stations  in  oom- 
mand  of  old  ships  of  so  pertinacious  a  build  that  they  have 
not  become  rotten,  when  they  ought  to  have  follen  to  dMsy 
years  ago*  Every  nation  presents  itself  on  foreign  stations 
represented  in  ships  better  armed  and  constructed  than  the 
English.  The  Admiralty  reason  for  this  is  that  these  old 
ships  are  not  rotten  enough  to  break  up.  Let  a  war  be  glided 


ship,  and  begged  him  to  critieixe  her  armngemcnls.  There, 
said  John  Bull,  pointing  to  brick  ovens  in  which  the  French 
made  their  bread  in  a  comfortable  manner — why,  you  could 
not  abide  on  this  deck  in  an  action,  the  splinters  would  be  so 
dangerous.  Ah,  said  Johnny  Crsppo,  with  a  shrug,  my  faith, 
it  is  true.  Sir  ;  but  then,  you  see,  one  eaU  every  day  and  one 
fights  seldom.  It  is  this  belief  in  the  improbability  of  war 
which  finds  us  unprepared  on  its  arrival. 

As  for  guns,  the  case  appears  now  to  be  hopeless.  Arm¬ 
strong  has  made  a  gun  or  two  of  great  caliore,  which,  if 
planted  in  some  particular  fort,  might  shoot  to  piec« 
any  armour-clad  snip  which  would  visit  its  locality  in 
hopes  of  being  shot ;  but  as  to  any  guns  which  cim  pierce 
armour-clads,  unless  guns  of  twelve  tons  in  weight,  we 
have  no  such  thing.  Sir  William  Armstrong  stands  higher 
and  higher,  it  would  seem,  in  proportion  as  his  inventions 
sink  lower  and  lower.  He  is  firm  in  his  footii^  on  the 
back  stairs  of  the  Ordnance  and  Admiralty,  Whitworth 
is  struggling  for  his  footing  there.  In  the  profession  of  gun- 
founders  and  gunmakers  they  always  count  ^  what  a  man  is 
worth,  not  what  his  invention  is  worth.  Thus  everybody 
named  Armstrong  as  a  winner  from  the  first,  and  Whitworth 
as  alone  running  h’m  hard  ;  both  wealthy  men  of  great  firms. 
The  profession  will  back  Westley  Richards  against  anybody 
else  ror  small  arms,  and  that  gnnmaker  has  been  allowed 
more  law  than  any  one  of  his  rivals  ;  and  now  there  is  an 
accredited  report  that  ho  has  a  contract  for  6,000  cavalry 
breach-loading  carbines  at  ssvxn  pounds  skvkn  shillings 
BACH  !  Ma  conscience  !  but  Westley  Richards  could  afford 
a  good  royalty  on  that  contract. 

Our  ships,  meantime,  go  on  in  their  old  way ;  and  in 
the  event  of  a  war  with  America  we  should  be  in  a 
precious  predicament.  Our  wooden  ships  are  not  armed 
with  shell-guns  equal  to  Dahlgren’s  11-inch  shell-guns — 
our  old  8*inch  68-TOunders  are  no  match  for  them.  As  for 
Armstrong,  after  Uaptain  Wainwright’s  evidence,  followed 
hy  the  fight  at  Kagosima,  none  but  a  Secretary  to  the  Admi- 
rmty  or  a  Secretary  to  the  War  Office  would  have  the  effron¬ 
tery  to  name  them  in  public.  Turning  to  our  iron-dads,  we 
have  bulky  armour-clad  ships,  but  no  guns  to  put  in  them. 
Out  of  a  squadron  of  five  armour-clads,  revieaed  with  great 
pomp  and  pretension  the  other  day  at  Portsmouth  by  a  dosen 
admirals  and  other  authorities,  there  literally  was  but  one 
ship  among  them,  the  Royal  Sovereign^  which  carried  guns 
which  could  pierce  their  own  sides ;  and  that  ship’s  battery, 
armed  with  Armstrong’s  shunt-guns,  was  all  but  useless  from 
their  dreadful  recoil ; — the  rest  were  the  old  pea-shooters,  as 
the  Timet  correspondent  pr(^rly  terms  our  8-inoh  smooth 
bores.  We  have  heard  of  a  Somerset  gun,  a  foolish  smooth- 
bored  100-pounder  affair,  made  when  it  was  discovered  that 
Armstrong’s  rifles  were  not  so  good  as  the  68 -pounder  smooth¬ 
bores.  The  Duke,  who  is  quite  Xing  Artaxomines  at  the 
Board,  and  takes  the  lead  over  the  naval  lords,  came  down 
one  di^,  primed  by  his  Secretary  of  course,  and  delivered 
himselt  thus:  “You  must  have  observed  that  rifled  great 
guns  are  useless." — “  Clever  1"  whispers  Grey  to  Eden— 
audibly — “By  Jove  he  has  hit  it!’— “and’’ (“Silence  ! ’’ 
cries  Lord  Clarence)  “  Captain  Hril  thinks,  I  mean,  1  think 
that  our  gfxxM  should  be  lOO-ponaders  and  long  guns."  The

lent,  that,  when  Mr  Ussher  visited  them,  “  there  were 
about  five  hundred  huts,  each  family  paying  a  small  tax 
to  the  Russians  for  pasturage.  They  all  seemed  fine, 
handsome,  independent  fellows,  and  would  doubtless 
form  effloient  allies  for  the  Russians  in  any  future  war 
against  the  Turks,  whom  they  detest  and  despise.” 

That  Russia  is  steadily  advancing  in  influence,  and  that 


all  the  other  nations  of  those  parts,  Turkey,  Persia,  and 
the  independent  tribes,  are  growing  weaker  every  day. 


were  the  convictions  forced  upon  Mr  Ussher  at  ea^  step 
of  hii  journeying  from  the  Black  Sea  to  the  Persian  Gulf.

“  from  abroad  by  Russia,  rotten  to  the  very  core,  it  seems 
“  vain  to  hope  that  Persia  will  ever  recover  even  a  portion 
“  of  her  former  prosperity.  The  Persians  generally  are 
“  poor,  ignorant,  and  sunk  in  vice  of  every  dMcription. 
“  The  higher  classes,  shameless,  degraded,  ftdse,  and  trea- 
“  cherous,  at  once  ungrateful  for  the  benefits  they  receive, 
“  and  vindictive  on  account  of  even  the  smallest  injuries, 
“  are  utterly  lost  to  any  sense  of  disgrace.  The  TOvemor

WHERE  IS  OUR  QUNP 

Sir, — If  the  Northern  Americans,  when  opposed  1^  the 
Southern  Statee,  and  at  a  time  when  they  were  suffering 
aerere  defeats  from  the  latter,  could  carry  their  animosity 
and  hatred  of  England,  almost  to  the  verge  of  war,  in  support 
of  a  flagrant  breach  of  the  reeogniaed  law  of  nations,  what 
have  ws  to  expect  of  them  when,  having  enslaved  white  men 
under  pretence  of  setting  blsok  men  free>  they  may  stand 
ina^rs  of  the  situation  tnroughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  Noi^  America  ?  With  a  numerous  army  well  disciplined, 
fomed  from  the  refuse  and  scourings  of  Europe,  with  every 
evil  Mssion  aroused,  having  waded  from  North  to  South 
knee-deep  m  blood,  solaced  on  their  road  by  rapine,  who 
shall  dare  to  avsert  that  the  Federals,  triumphant  and  in 
I^.^®***  be  better  disposed  towards  England  than  up  to 
this  moment  they  have  been  ?  I  confess.  Sir,  that  I  cannot 


“  act,  thus  at  last  finds  its  way  into  the  pockets  of  tha 
“  ftither  of  his  people.  In  the  midst  of  such  universal 
“  oormption  and  rottenness,  it  seems  wonderful  that  the 
“  country  should  hold  together  at  all.”  It  only  does  hold 
together  because  the  neighbouring  States  are  almost  as 
rotten  and  oorrupt. 

Mr  Uasber’s  b^k  is  very  for  from  being  a  mere  narrativs 
of  politioal  weakness  and  national  degradation :  it  gives 
ample  and  varions  descriptions  of  its  author’s  personal 
adventures  and  of  the  picturesque  scenery  that  came  in  hia 
way;  but  nearly  every  page  has  its  own  tale  of  iU- 
de^  or  suffering.  Of  the  Georgians  whom  he  met  on 
his  road  to  Tiflis,  Mr  Uiaher  makes  a  better  report 
than  that  given  by  Chardin,  two  hundred  yeara  ago, 
who  said  ^at  “thieving  they  make  their  study  snd 
“  their  glory ;  assaisinstion  and  lying  are  among  their 
“esteemed  noble  and  brave  aotionB,”~-and,  worse  still 
in  the  eyes  of  a  civilized  Europe  that  ean  worship  even 
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follows  that  no  sin  otn  exist,  as  it  is  impossible  to  act 
“  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Deity.  Bat  if  no  one  can 
commit  sin  before  Qod^whose  permission,  in  allowing 
**  the  perpetrator  to  commit  the  crime,  makes  the  act  itself 
*'  lawiul — yet  the  laws  of  the  oommanity  can  be  trans- 
grossed,  and  for  this  disobedience  to  the  rules  pass^  for 
**  the  common  weal  the  criminal  is  published.*'  This,  at 
any  rate,  is  a  fatalism  more  practical  than  that  of  the 
Moslems,  and  the  Tezeedis  are  proportionately  superior  to 
any  of  the  tribes  surrounding  them. 

Representatives  of  all  the  tribes  are  to  be  found  in 
Bagdad,  still  one  of  the  centres  of  commercial  activity, 
although  its  importance  is  lessening.  Kot  long  ago 
it  was  BUpposod  to  oontain  500,000  inhabitants,  but 
now  the  inhabitants  hardly  number  60,000.  There  are 
show  and  bustle  in  the  bazaars,  but  there  is  no  relic  of  the 
grandeur  of  Haroun  al  Raschid’s  day.  “  It  would  seem,” 
says  Mr  Ussher,  as  if  long-continued  oppression  and  mis- 
”  rule  had  nearly  done  their  worst.  The  once  thronged 
”  town,  with  its  stately  palaces  and  closely  built  houses, 
”  formerly  filled  with  a  teeming  i)opulation,  now  appears 
”  in  a  fair  way  to  become  a  waste  and  desolate  wilderness.” 

In  exploring  Bagdad  and  its  neighbourhood,  Mr  TTsshor 
spent  some  months.  The  furthest  limit  of  his  journeying 
was  Chehel  Minar  or  Takht  i  Jcmshld,  best  known  among 
us  by  its  old  Greek  name  of  Persepolis.  Other  travellers 
have  described  its  wonderful  ruins ;  but  Mr  Ussher’s  more 
pithy  description  is  made  clear  enough  for  all  ordinary 
readers  by  help  of  the  excellent  chromo-lithographs  that 
accompany  the  text.

Henry,  too,  would  gladly  have  renewed  again  and  egeiti 
the  tiee  which  BMket,  counting  all  things  dross  for  me  sake  of  a 
fancied  duty,  seems  from  the  first  to  have  cast  off  at  ones  and  for 
ever.  The  frank  uprightness,  onoe  natural  to  both,  bad  been  modified 
somewhat  in  the  one  by  his  worldly  experiences,  more  hugely  in  the 
other  by  bis  special  studies  and  the  narrowness  of  bis  new-born  loal. 
To  the  fiery  champion  of  Holy  Church,  lying,  deceit,  nnfldr  charges, 
cunning  wiles,  seemed  after  all  but  venial  sins,  if  Inspired  by  devotton 
to  a  ri^teoua  oause.  For  Henty’s  crooked  ways,  on  tbe  other  hand, 
we  have  only  the  evidence  of  bis  natural  foes,  the  clerical  romancers 
of  those  days — evidence  shout  as  trustworthy  as  that  whereon  the 
eooqueror  of  Csnnm  stands  forth  in  Livy’s  pages  a  monster  of  fraud 
and  fsithleesnesa.  If  the  gnsta  of  unbridled  psssion  lometimen  drove 
tbe  king  into  deeds  of  tiruel  veugeanee  and  stern  iqjustiee,  his  good 
sense  soon  called  hia  nobler  instincts  back  to  their  aooustomed  post, 
and  helped  them  to  repair,  as  far  as  might  be,  the  hurts  their  brief 
abeyaaee  had  done  his  eause  in  the  world's  eye.  But  Bccket’a 
anger,  kept  alive  by  the  strong  yet  steady  brass#  of  s  biding 
rtrourseless  mysticism,  seemtd  gradually  to  burn  swsy  his  better 
oature,  to  oatrange  tbe  aympathies  of  his  wiser  friends,  end  almoct 
neutralise  the  great  advantages  which  hia  oommandiug  station,  bis 
engaging  qualities,  bis  boldness  in  maintaining  a  popnlar  cause 
against  tbo  leadsrs  of  a  riotous  oligarehy,  and  other  reasons  hsrdly 
leM  powerful,  bad  combined  to  ensure  him  from  the  first.  To  put  in 
force  those  monstrous  theories  of  church  rule  wbioh  Ghregory  VII.  had 
tried  in  vain  on  tbe  imn-minded  Conqueror,  Beeket  scouted  all  ties 
of  iiaturMl  feeling,  all  claims  of  Christian  love,  meekneaa.  long- 
suffering,  self-denial,  all  suggettiona  of  worldly  wisdom  and  Sober 
moderation.  Not  *‘p«aco  on  eerth  and  good-will  to  men,’  but  **ptx 
boininibus  bonse  voluntati*,”  was  tbe  keynote  of  his  latter  years.  If 
during  that  ehcqueied  time  Henry  wsa  eometimea  cruel,  vindiotivs, 
hard-hcarU'd,  the  primate  for  hia  part  was  seldom  otherwise ;  showed 


atonement  for  objectionable  habits  of  the  people.  Tiflis

posts,  about  seven  or  eight  feet  high.  Yet  in  this  and 
<<  some  other  hnts  he  and  his  three  wives  had  lived,  and 
two  unhappy  Russian  princesses  were  kept  prisoners  for 
eight  months,  within  a  day’s  ride  of  their  countrymen,  who 
“  were,  nevertheless,  powerless  to  rescue  them.”  A  brave 
race  could  make  of  the  Caucasus  an  invincible  barrier 
against  the  attacks  of  even  the  greatest  military  power  in

”  who  bnilt  nnmerous  villages,  excavated  many  canals,  and 
**  turned  the  plain  round  it  into  a  garden,  for  a  long  time 
*^Bab8equent  to  her  death  it  enjoyed  great  prosperity. 
**  Having,  however,  in  the  course  of  time  fallen  into  decay, 
**  it  was  rebuilt  by  a  native  king  called  Van,  who  gave  the 
“  restored  city  his  own  name.  It  was  again  rebuilt  by 
”  Vargharsch,  tbe  first  of  the  Armenian  dynasty  of  the 
”  Arsacides,  and  then  fell  uuder  the  power  of  the  Byzantine 
”  emperors,  from  whom  it  was  taken  by  the  Turks.  Next 
”  it  was  captured  by  Tamerlane,  who  massacred  all  the 
”  inhabitants ;  after  which  for  some  time  the  onoe  populous 
”  city  was  deserted.  By  degrees  Van  began  to  recover 
”  from  the  terrible  disaster,  settlers  came  from  the  sur- 
”  rounding  country,  and  until  recently  it  was  ruled  by  a 
*’  race  of  hereditary  pashas,  who,  originally  Turks  and 
**  professing  a  nominal  allegiance  to  the  Bultaos  of  Gonstan- 
”  tinople,  yet  were,  in  everything  but  name,  independent 
”  rulers.  Then  it  was  seized  by  a  rebel  Kurdish  chief, 
**  who  cut  the  throats  of  the  Turkish  garrison  and  levied 
”  large  sums  of  money  upon  the  Christian  inhabitants,  j 
**  oppressing,  torturing,  and  despoiling  them  in  every  way 
”  he  could.  He  was  driven  out  some  years  ago  by  the 
”  Turks,  imder  whom  the  place  now  constitutes  an  im- 
*'  portant  pashalfc,  and  who  maintain  in  it  a  garrison  of 
**  some  strength.”  One  thousand  Turkish  soldiers  serve  to 
keep  in  order  some  five-and-twentv  thousand  Armenians, 
Turks,  and  Kurds,  and  to  levy  blacK  mail  upon  the  people 
round  about. 

The  people  round  about  are  miserably  lawless  and 
degraded.  Halting  at  one  village,  Mr  Ussher  obtained 
shelter  in  a .  wretched  hut,  built  of  reeds,  covered  with  a 
thin  coating  of  mud,  which  made  one  room  large  enough 
to  hold  its  human  inmates  and  the  cattle  that  procured 
them  a  bare  subsistence.  ”  Our  wild  and  squalid-looking 
”  host  refused  to  give  anything  without  payment  before- 
”  hand ;  and  when  he  had  thus  secured  himself  against 
**  any  loss  by  the  wood  and  bread  with  which  he  provided 
”  us,  he  hid  some  leather  straps,  which  he  refused  to  give 
”  up  until  paid  a  backsheesh  for  the  night’s  shelter.  His 
**  wife  was  a  worthy  mute  for  this  specimen  of  the  more 
”  untamed  Kurd,  being  so  grimy  and  filthy  that  her  fca- 
tures  could  scarcely  be  distinguished  through  the  dirt 
**  that  covered  them.  In  the  evening,  after  our  own 
**  dinner,  our  host  begged  a  little  meat  for  himself  and  his 
”  family.  Having  obtained  it,  he  thrust  some  pieces  into 
the  fire,  which,  when  they  were  cooked  to  his  satisfac- 
**  tion,  he  devoured,  handing  the  half-picked  bones  to  his 
”  wife  behind  him,  who,  having  nearly  completed  tbe 
operation,  passed  them  on  to  a  child,  from  whom  they 
**  finally  descended  to  the  dogs.” 

The  Kurds  are  chief  occupiers  of  the  frontier  line 
between  Turkey  and  Persia,  some  tribes  being  in  a  measure 
subject  to  the  one  nation,  some  to  tbe  other,  and  many 
being  independent  of  both.  But  in  their  midst  are  other 
races,  more  or  less  independent.  Tbe  most  interesting  of 
these  are  the  Yezeedis,  ”  represented  by  the  Moslems  as  of 
”  the  most  lawless  and  ferocious  disposition,”  but  found 
by  Mr  Ussher,  and  other  impartial  observers,  to  bo  "an 
”  industrious,  honest,  and  brave  race,  living  peaceably 
”  among  themselves,  and,  where  permitted  to  do  so,  in 
”  amity  with  their  neighbours.”  They  profess  to  hold  the 
oldest  religion  in  the  world,  one  from  which  the  ancient 
fire-worship  of  Persia  is  a  degenerate  off-shoot.  They

Every 
author,  by  tho  fact  of  publishing  his  book,  shows  that  he 
thinks  well  of  it :  and  no  one  is  to  be  blamed  for  avoiding 


united  Italy  might  bare  played  a  leading  part  in  all  the  great  mova- 
mente,  political  and  aooial,  of  the  laat  three  hundred  yean. 

Throughout  his  book  Captain  Trotter  is  fearless  in  his 
condemnation  of  what  he  holds  to  bo  pernicious  and 
unworthy,  and  zealous  in  his  advocacy  of  .every  sort  of 
goodness.  In  the  essay  on  ’  Bacon  and  his  New  Apologist  * 
he  justly  defends  England  against  tho  wholesale  charges 
with  which  the  country,  ns  well  as  much  that  was 
and  noblest  in  it,— Sir  Philip  Sidney  included,— bad  been 
bespattered  by  Mr  Hepworlh  Dixon  in  his  arrogant  and 
clumsy  rhodomontade  over  Bacon’s  life.

Mr  Stefanos  Xenos  gives  in  English  to  the  English 
public  a  volume  of  the  diplomatic  letters  and  documents 
relating  to  the  annexation  of  the  Ionian  Islands.  The 
series  is  prefaced  by  a  comment  of  his  own  on  the  political 
relation  in  Europe  between  *  East  and  West.’  He  paints 
the  vices  of  Turkey,  but  believes  that  if  Christians  were 
forced  into  equal  possession  of  rights,  and  if  some  other 
internal  reforms  were  thmst  upon  it,  the  Turkish  empire 
might  be  made  the  central  point  of  unity  between  the 
East  and  West. 

The  *  Autobiography  of  Sir  Benjamin  Brodie’  latiely 
published  in  the  handsome  three-volume  edition  of  hu 
collected  works — which  let  no  doctor  who  can  afford  to 
buy  it  be  without — appears  now  in  a  neat  little  volume 
that  every  well-educated  Englishman  would  like  to  have. 

Br  Leonhard  Schmitz,  of  the  Edinburgh  High  School, 
edits  a  volume  by  a  deceased  soldier:  *  Biographies  of 
Eminent  Soldiers  of  the  last  Four  Centuries.’  Its  author, 
Major-General  John  Mitchell,  was  bom  in  Stirlingshire  in 
1785,  the  son  of  an  able  man  who  served  as  a  diplomatist 
in  Norway,  Sweden,  and  Denmark.  He  himself  went  into 
the  army,  served  in  the  West  Indies,  at  Walcheren,  and 
the  siege  of  Flushing,  from  1810  to  1812  in  the  Peninsular 
War,  in  1814  in  the  campaigns  of  Holland  and  Flanders. 
Thenceforth  his  pleasure  was  in  use  of  the  pen,  until  his 
death  in  1859.  He  was  the  Captain  Orlando  Sabertash  of 
Fraser's  Magazine,  ho  wrote  much  for  the  United  Service 
Journal,  he  produced  in  1837  a  'Life  of  Wallenstein,’  he 
wrote  afterwards  another  book  or  two,  especially  a  work 
on  the  *  Fall  of  Napoleon,’  in  1845,  which  contained  good 
matter.  Among  his  unaccomplished  ideas,  besides  a  *  Life 
of  the  Duke  of  Aha,’  was  a  military  journal  that  should 
keep  up  the  best  temper  of  the  army  by  giving  in  each 
number  a  sketch  of  the  life  of  some  noble  soldier.  Of  such 
little  biographies  written  by  him  that  are  collected  into 
this  volume,  many  were  originally  written  with  a  view  to 
the  establishment  of  such  a  magazine. 

Messrs  Routlodge  publish  a  delightful  "  new  and  en¬ 
larged  ”  edition  of  Mr  Charles  Knight’s  social  and  literary 
essays,  formerly  collected  and  still  held  together  under  the 
title  of  *  Once  upon  a  Time.’  In  this  volume  are  some  of 
Mr  Knight’s  best  pieces  of  writing.  Here  too,  as  in  all 
volumes  with  his  name  upon  the  title-page,  there  is  a 
genial  earnestness,  a  gentle  wisdom,  a  spirit  of  truth  thut 
finds  in  every  honest  thing,  or  every  honest  fragment  of  a 
dishonest  thing,  matter  for  sympathy. 

From  the  prolific  *  Country  Parson  ’  we  learn  that  before 
he  began  to  produce  litters  of  essays  he  wrote  reviews  of 
books  for  Fraser's  Magazine.  Here  are  the  best  of  them 
in  one  book  more,  labelled  '  The  Critical  Essays  of  a 
Country  Parson.’ 

A  pleasant  little  volume  contains  Professor  Ansted’s  six 
lectures  on  the  '  Applications  of  Geology  to  the  Arts  and 
Manufactures,’  delivered  before  the  Society  of  Arts  as  one 
of  the  courses  founded  in  1860,  upou  bequest  to  that 
Society  of  half  his  estate  by  Dr  Cantor,  of  the  East  Indian 
Medical  Service ;  money  to  be  applied  as  to  the  Society 
seemed  best  It  was  well  spent  when  it  got  this  little 
compendium  of  Geology  made  practical  out  of  Professor 
Ansted.

Nothing,  says  this  critic,  is  more  likely  to  keep 
quackery  out  of  a  house  than  the  entrance  into  it  of  a 
little  really  sound  popular  knowledge  of  disease  and  treat¬ 
ment  ;  such  knowledge  is  really  a  valuable  aid  to  the

ship.  For  all  his  splendid  parts,  his  loveable  qualities,  bis  sooial 
charms,  bis  friends  at  court,  his  lack  of  personal  foes  abroad  {  yet 
when  his  hour  of  trial  came,  he  fell  at  once  to  the  ground,  covered 
with  shame,  abandoned  by  his  most  powerful  friends,  regarded  with 
toomftil  pity  by  those  who  had  to  pronounce  his  doom.  Could 
fuiii  to  utter  have  befallen  the  pure  high-hearted  patriot,  whom  Mr 
Dixon,  misled  by  bis  heated  fancy,  has  arrayed  in  the  outward  like¬

We  quote  thii  to  show  Captain  Trotter’s  opinion  of 
Baoon,  not  our  own.

The  oMect  of 
oar  early  legialatioa  for  the  reUef  of  toe  poor,  he  obserred,  was  that  all 
persoue  should  ooatribute  foirly  to  the  relief  of  tbe  poor  in  pn^wrtion 
to  tte  rateable  property  they  possessed,  and  tbe  earliest  statutes  upon 
tbe  sak^eei  adopted  a  prindp^  ymj  Mke  that  of  this  bilL  It  was  a 
measure  of  justice,  and  was  not,  as  alleged,  a  stop  to  national  rating. — 
Sir  W.  JoLLivra  likewise  supported  tbe  bill,  obeerring  that  ParHa- 
msnt  had  bean  gradually  approaching  tbe  measure,  half  of  tbe  burden 
of  tbe  poor  being  abready  boms  by  the  nnions.  Tbe  parochial  system 
bad  beeome  a  mere  nominal  affair,  and  be  beliered  that  tbe  system 
would  be  better  carried  out  by  the  uaiona — Lord  Hbulut  reforrsd  to 
evils  in  tbe  existing  systm  which  tbe  biM  wooM  eradicate.

— Mr  Pdoh  said  he  should 
vote  with  pleasure  for  tbe  seoood  reading  of  tbe  bill,  beoause  be 
beheved  it  would  redound  to  tbe  welfare  of  tbe  poor  and  was  a  stsp  ia 
the  right  direction. — Mr  Flotxb  observed  that  Mr  Villicrs  had  pat 
bis  measoro  mainly  upon  the  ground  of  the  way  in  which  it  would 
affect  tho  poor.

— Mr  T.  Beenaed  supported  tbe  bill,  a 
measure,  he  said,  which  must  come  sooner  or  later,  and  mast  benefit 
tbe  condition  of  the  labourer. — Sir  J.  Trollope  was  not  satisfied  with 
tbe  bill,  'llie  qnestions,  he  oixierved,  were  wlietber  it  would  be  a 
financial  benefit  to  ratepayers,  and  whether  it  wonld  be  a  benefit  to  the 
poor  themselves.  He  thougtit  it  would  be  better  to  abolish  tiie  law  of 
settlement  at  ouce,  instead  of  introducing  a  measure  that  would  disturb 
all  tbe  relations  of  property.

•«The  motion  waa  seoondM  bv  Mr  O'DoKOoBtTB,  who  contended  tliat 
tiie  midntenance  of  the  Eletabiished  Chnrch  in  Ireland  waa  a  aource  of 
ehronio  irritation  and  diaaatiafkoUon  to  the  miyoritj  of  the  people,  who 
had  no  aymMthy  with  the  alien  Chnrch  that  had  been  aet  op  in  the 
oonntrr,  and  towarda  the  maintenance  of  which  a  Tuat  reveone  waa 
apportioned.  Jnat,  prompt,  and  Tifforooa  action  would  at  thia  particular 
moment  hate  a  moat  ben^oial  emct  not  only  on  the  atate  ^  Ireland 
hot  the  fntore  proapecta  of  the  empire.— Sir  G.  Grbt  nnheaitatingly 
declared  that  the  Government  did  not  oonaider  it  to  be  their  duty  to 
give  their  aaaent  to  the  motion.  .  The  Roman  Catholica  had  not,  ho 
■aid,  any  practical  gnevaaoe  or  diaability  to  complain  of.  The  Pro* 
teatant  Chnrch  in  Ireland  reated  upon  the  preacription  of  centnriea — it 
waa  rooted  in  the  body  politic  of  the  country,  and  it  could  not  be  over* 
turned  without  a  revolution. — Mr  G.  Hakdt  oppoaed  the  motion,  on 
the  ground  that  it  would  be  a  breach  of  fhith  towards  the  Protestanta 
of  Ireland,  however  small  their  body  might  be,  to  interfere  with  a 
Church  Eetabliahment,  the  integrity  of  which  had  been  guaranteed  to 
them  by  the  Act  of  Union.  He  codd  not  consent  to  separate  the  Irish 
from  the  English  Churoh,  for  he  regarded  them  as  one  and  the  same, 
and  consider^  that  a  blow  dealt  agtinst  one  would  inflict  injury  upon 
the  other. — ^The  CHAJrcBi:,i:.OK  of  the  Exchbqubr  observed  that, 
although  the  Government  could  not  concur  in  the  resolution  of  Mr 
Dillwyn,  they  were  not  prepared  to  denv  the  abstract  truth  of  an 
important  portion  of  it.  They  could  not,  ror  instance,  assert  that  the 

Knt  position  of  the  Iriah  Chnrch  Establishment  was  satisfactory  ; ! 

t  was  another  thing  to  interfere  with  the  exclusive  endowments 
of  the  Chnrch,  which,  as  the  last  speaker  had  said,  were  sanctioned 
by  the  prescription  of  three  centuries  and  the  Act  of  Union.  He 
waa  not,  however,  one  of  those  who  were  prepared  to  assert  that 
the  claims  of  the  past  against  the  future  could  be  regarded  in  all 
oases  as  absolute  and  pariimount ;  nor  could  he  subscribe  to 
the  opinion  that  the  dictum  of  a  dead  Parliament  was  in  every  cose  to 
bind  future  generations  who  were  no  parties  to  it ;  because  he  held  it 
to  be  our  duty  to  adapt  the  institutions  of  tiie  country  to  the  clinnging 
circumstances  of  the  age  in  wliich  we  live.  It  was,  ha  thought,  an 
anomalous  state  of  things  that  the  whole  of  the  religions  endowments 
of  the  State  Cliureli  should  be  devoted  to  the  wants  of  an  eighth  or  a 
ninth  of  the  population.  This  was  an  undoubted  inconsistency,  but  no 
one  had  ventured  to  suggest  the  remedy  that  was  to  be  applied.  The 
ooDsideration  of  this  portion  of  the  questionprnised  a  whole  neat  of 
political  problems,  for,  wliile  the  vast  majority  of  the  Irish  people  were 
opposed  to  the  maintenance  of  large  and  liberal  endowments  for  a  frag* 
ment  of  the  population,  they  repudiated  any  desire  to  appropriate  those 
aodowmenta,  and  they  flrmly  rejected  all  idea  of  receiving  a  State  pro* 
vision  for  themselves.  Under  these  circumstanoes,  how  oonld  a  Govern¬ 
ment  aubstitute  a  aatisfactory  for  an  admittedly  unsatisfectory  state  of 
things?  If  the  Administration  could  see  their  way  to  a  settiement  of 
this  vexed  qneation  they  ought  to  grapple  With  the  difficulty,  and  oast 
their  respoi^bility  and  influence  into  the  scale.  If,  however,  they 
could  not  do  so,  they  ought  not,  by  supporting  the  motion,  to  declare 
that  the  state  of  tiie  Irish  Church  called  for  their  early  attention. — Mr 
Whitbsidb  denied  that  the  Roman  Catholics  of  Ireland  had  any  just 
reason  to  oomplain  of  the  Established  Chnrch  in  that  country ;  b^ose 
although  it  enjoyed  sll  the  endowments,  they  had  .30,OOOL  a  year  for 
the  College  of  Maynootb,  240,0001.  for  secular  education,  in  addition  to 
chaplaina  of  their  own  faith  in  the  army  and  navy,  in  workhonses,  gaols, 
and  reformatories.  He  looked  upon  the  present  motion  as  the  first 
attempt  to  attack  the  Elstablisbed  Chnrch  m  England  as  well  as  in  Ire¬ 
land,  and  he  regarded  the  hypocritical  mystifications  and  dexteroos 
qoibbles  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  as  mere  subterfuges  to 
cover  his  latent  hostility  to  the  Church.  The  Protestants  of  Ireland 
supported  the  Crown  and  the  power  of  England,  and  the  day  that  wit¬ 
ness  the  overthrow  of  their  Church  Establishment  wonld  also  vritnesa 
the  dissolution  of  the  onion  between  the  two  countries. — Mr  Gbabt 
Dunr  saw  in  the  speech  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  the 
beginning  of  the  end  of  the  great  Irish  difficnlty. — Mr  Cooan  recom¬ 
mended  Mr  Dillwyn  to  withdraw  the  latter  part  of  the  motiou  declaring 
that  the  state  of  the  Irish  Chnrch  called  for  the  early  attention  of  her 
Majesty’s  Government,  as  in  that  case  he  might  reasonably  expect  the 
support  of  Ministers. — Mr  Goschbn  moved  the  adjournment  of  the 
debate,  which,  on  a  division,  was  carried  in  the  affirmative  by  221  to 
106. 

Wkdmesdat. — Sir  F.  Hbtoatb  moved  the  second  reading  of  the 
Sheep  Protectim  ((fc.)  Ireland  BiU,  the  object  of  which  is  to  abate  the 
nuisance  of  the  enonnons  number  of  dogs  which  exist  all  over  Ireland, 
and  which  cause  serious  loss  and  damage  by  worrying  and  killing  sheep. 
The  number  of  dogs  in  the  country  was  estimated  at  over  a  million, 
being  in  the  proportion  of  a  dog  to  every  thrce-and-a*half  of  cattle,  to 
every  three-and-a-half  of  sheep,  and  one  to  every  pig.  It  was  pro¬ 
posed  that  the  owner  of  every  dog  should  register  it,  paying  a  fee  of 
half-a-crown  on  registration,  in  order  that  the  owners  might  be  known 
and  easy  of  identification  ;  the  registration  to  be  conducted  by  the  oon- 
stabnla^. — Sir  R.  Pkel  admitted  the  nuisance  of  the  swarms  of  dogs, 
causing  great  destruction  of  property,  and  the  necessity  of  providing  a 
remedy,  nut  objected  to  the  machinery  of  the  bill,  which  was  to  be 
worked  by  the  constabulary,  lie  urged  that  it  was  impossible  to  place 
such  duties  on  that  body.  He  suggested  a  measure  by  which  ail  dogs 
should  be  licensed  by  ttie  Inland  Revenue,  by  means  of  a  stamp,  the 
name  of  the  owner  l^ing  registered,  while  the  occupier  of  any  enclosed 
field  in  which  a  dog  was  found  might  destroy  it,  with  other  regulating 
provisions.  He  conld  not  support  the  present  bilL — A  discussion 
followed,  in  which  Mr  Scullt  decidedly  objected  to  the  bill,  and  to  any 
such  special  legislation  for  Ireland,  and  moved  its  rejection ;  but  this 
was  negatived  without  a  division,  and  the  bill  was  read  a  second  time. 
— The  Sheep  and  Cattle  Bill,  the  object  of  which  is  to  assimilate  tiie 
law  relating  to  the  protection  of  animals  against  the  attack  of  dogs  in 
England  to  that  of  Ireland  and  Scotland,  was  read  a  socond  time. — Sir 
F.  Kelly  moved  the  second  reading  of  the  ChemitU  and  Druggists  Bill, 
the  object  of  which  is  to  provide  against  the  danger  of  unqualified 
persons  adopting  the  trade  of  chemists  and  druggists.  It  was  proposed 
that  persons  undertaking  to  dispense  medicines  and  make  up  prescrip¬ 
tions  should  be  suhjcclod  to  an  examination,  and  on  a  certificate  of  fit¬ 
ness  be  registered  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society ;  the  examination  to 
be  conducted  by  that  society. — Sir  J.  Shkllbt,  who  had  a  bill  with  a 
like  title  on  the  paper  for  second  reading,  which,  besides  establishing  a 
council  of  chemists  to  appoint  examiners  by  whom  aspirants  to  the  trade 
should  be  tested,  also  propose  to  regulate  the  sale  of  poisons,  said  it 
was  not  proposed  to  interfere  with  the  sale  of  ordinary  drugs,  lie  urged 
tliat  the  ramifications  of  tlie  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  not  suffi- 
cientlv  wide  to  entitle  it  to  the  position  it  would  occupy  under  Sir  F. 
Kelly^s  bill ;  while  the  examination  propoeed  was  calculated  to  exclude 
many  persons  from  the  trade. — la  a  debate  which  ensned, — Mr  Roe- 
ICCK  inquired  what  the  Government  propoeed  to  do. — Sir  G.  Gbet 
said  that  it  was  desirable  that  both  bills  should  be  reforred  to  a  select 
committee,  with  a  view  to  making  one  complete  measure  out  of  them. 
— Both  bills  were  read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  a  select  committee. 

Trcbbdat. — A  MEW  WRIT  was  ordered  for  the  Comstg  of  Loath, 
la  the  room  of  Mr  U.  Belle w,  sppointed  a  poor-law  Inspector  in  Ire¬ 
land. — A  MEW  WRIT  was  order^  to  issue  for  Evesham,  in  eonsequenoe 
of  the  desuh  of  Sir  11.  Willoughby. — The  adjourned  motion  for  going 
into  committee  on  the  Cowrts  (f  JusBce  Concentration  Site  Bill  under- 
vent  a  long  discoBsioo,  and  in  the  end  the  Hoote  went  into  committee 
on  the  bill  end  passed  it  through  that  stage. — The  Oomi  ef  Chstneerg 
wae  also  debated  at  length,  and  finally  the  Honee  mnnx  pro  farmd 
into  committee. — The  second  reading  of  the  MetropoKtem  Homeless 
Poor  Bill  was  accomplished  after  come  opposition. 


F’ricat. — In  replv  to  Mr  0.  Starlit,  Lord  C.  Paobt  sdd  no  pro¬ 
posals  had  been  made  to  the  Government  for  sanction  of  a  Fresh 
attempt  to  reach  the  North  Pole. — In  answer  to  Sir  S.  Northootb, 
Lord  Palmbrstom  said  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  take 
the  navy  estimates  on  Monday,  the  army  estimates  on  Tlmrs^^  and 
on  Friday,  tbs  7th,  to  adjourn  until  Monday,  the  24th,  for  the  Eastsr 
holidags. — A  question  of  Mr  NbwdIOatb  obliged  Lord  Palmerstom 
to  speak  poUtely  of  The  Pope.  “  He  bad  to  inform  the  hon.  gentleman 
that  the  Government  entertained  the  gi^test  respect  for  the  Pom  per* 
sonallv,  and  for  that  great  community  of  Ctiristians  the  Roman 
Catholics.’’ — On  the  motion  for  going  into  committee  of  supply,  Mr 
Maoitirb  moved  for  a  select  committee  to  inquire  into  the  laws 
relating  to  landlord  and  tenant  in  Ireland,  with  a  view  to  their  mors 
equitable  adjustment 


Care  or  Good  Hop*. — News  has  been  received  to  the  28rd  of 
Febmary.  It  was  still  mmoured  that  the  long  contemplated  annexa¬ 
tion  of  the  little  territory  known  as  British  Raffraria  was  not  to  take 
place  at  present ;  and  secondly,  it  was  declared  that  the  home  Govern¬ 
ment  seriously  contemplated  the  conversion  of  Kafirsria  proper,  the 
western  boundary  of  Natal,  into  a  convict  station.  Such  prooe^ing 
on  the  part  of  the  Home  authorities  would,  it  was  said,  excite  the 
greatest  disapprobation  among  the  Cape  people. 


THE  CIVIL  WAE  IN  AMERICA. 


Message  of  President  Davis. 

Prbsidemt  Davis  has  addressed  a  message  to  the  Confederate 
Congress,  dated  the  15th  nit.,  which  says:  Events  have  so  materially 
affected  the  state  of  the  country  as  to  evinoe  the  necessity  of  further 
and  more  energetic  legislation  than  tliat  of  November  last.  The 
country  it  environed  witii  perils  which  it  is  our  duty  to  calmly  con¬ 
template,  and  thus  alone  can  the  measures  necessary  to  avert  the 
threatened  calamity  be  wisely  devised  and  efficiently  enforced.  Rich¬ 
mond  is  new  threatened,  ana  in  greater  danger  than  heretofore  during 
the  war.  Though  the  country  is  in  danger,  calamities  will  be  averted 
and  triumph  secured  by  fortitude,  courage,  constancy,  end  endurance.” 
The  President  urges  the  necessity  of  legislation  to  modify  tlie  militia 
law,  and  recomuiends  the  suspension  of  the  Habeas  Corpus  Act  as 
almost  indispensable  to  the  successful  conduct  of  the  war.  ”  With  Ute 
prompt  adoption  of  the  measures  recommended,  and  with  the  co-opora- 
tion  of  the  Congress  and  people  in  the  execution  of  the  laws  and  the 
defence  of  the  country,  the  Soutli  may  enter  upon  the  coming 
campaign  with  clieerful  confid  ;Dce  in  the  result.  Lincoln  will  accept 
only  abject  and  unconditional  submission.”  President  Davis  proceeds 
to  state  that  at  the  peace  oonference  at  Fortress  Monroe  the  Confedarate 
commissioners  proposed  to  avoid  Lincoln’s  objection  to  treat  with  the 
Confederate  Goveniment,  by  a  military  convention  of  the  commanding 
generals  of  both  armies.  President  Lincoln,  not  accepting  the  sugges¬ 
tion,  was  afterwards  requested  to  reconsider  his  oonclosion  upon  the 
•abject  of  the  suspension  of  hostilities,  wliicb  he  ogreed  to  do,  bat  said, 
after  mature  consideration,  he  had  determined  it  oonld  not  be  done. 
Subsequently  General  Ord,  commanding  the  army  of  the  James, 
requested  an  interview  with  General  Longstieet  General  Ord  in¬ 
formed  General  Longstreetof  the  possibility  of  arriving  at  a  satisfactory 
acyostmsnt  of  the  diffionlties  by  means  of  a  military  convention.  Lm 
would  be  granted  ,an  interview  on  the  subject  if  he  had  authority  to 
act.  Lee  in  oonsequeDce  wrote  to  Grant  on  March  2,  proposing  a 
conference  on  the  subject,  stating  that  he  was  vetted  with  the  requisite 
authority.  General  Grant  replM  that  ha  bad  no  autliority  to  accede 
to  the  proposal  for  a  conference — bis  power  being  only  military. 
General  Ord  meant  that  an  interview  wonld  not  be  refused  on  any 
Subject  on  which  Geoeral  Grant  could  act  **  No  choice  remains  then,” 
continues  the  President,  bnt  to  eootinne  the  contest  to  its  final  issue. 
The  people  of  the  Confodsraoy  can  have  but  little  love  for  him  who 
supposes  it  possible  they  would  ever  consent  to  purchase,  at  the  cost  of 
deg^ation  and  slavery,  permission  to  live  in  a  country  garrisoned  by 
thsir  own  negroes,  and  governed  by  officers  sent  by  the  conqueror  to 
rule  over  them.”  The  President’s  message  ennounces  that  the  com¬ 
missioners  and  officers  nport  that  with  2,000,000  dola  in  ooin  the 
armies  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  oan  be  supplied  for  tbs  remainder 
of  the  year.  The  measures  adopted  to  raise  the  revenue,  thongh 
liberal,  l^ing  clearly  inadequate  to  meet  the  arrears  of  debt  end  the 
current  expenditnrs,  soum  degree  of  embarrassment  in  the  management 
of  the  financea  most  oontinne  to  be  fhlt.  Men  end  supplies  are  needed 
to  carry  on  the  war  eucoessfuily.  Both  are  within  the  country 
•nffioient  to  attain  sucoess.  Saoritioes  are  still  needed :  a  prompt  and 
reaointe  devotion,  and  men  and  money  for  the  aobievement  of  inde¬ 
pendence.  President  Davis  urges  the  promptest  legislation  for  the 
replsuisliment  of  the  TreMury  and  the  modifleatiou  of  tbs  impressment 
law,  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  supplies.  Ho  rsoommends  Congress 
to  devise  measures  for  making  coin  within  the  Confederacy  available 
for  snpplyiDg  the  army. 

Mditary  ItUsUigence. 

New  York,  March  14. — General  Lee  reports  that  the  Federals, 
advancing  on  Kinston,  North  Carolina,  were  attacked  four  miles  from 
that  place  by  General  Bragg  ou  the  8th  inst.,  and  driven  back  three 
miles,  with  the  loss  of  1,500  prisoners,  three  cannon,  and  many  killed 
and  wounded,  w  biidi  were  left  on  the  field.  The  Confederate  loss  was 
small.  General  Schofield,  who  arrived  at  the  scene  of  operations  on 
the  following  day,  reports  that  Bra^  renewed  the  attack  on  the  lOtb, 
but  was  repulsed  with  heavy  loss  m  killed  and  wounded,  and  several 
hundred  were  taken  prisoners.  lie,  in  turn,  declares  Lis  loss  small. 
The  Confederate  prisoners  assert  that  heavy  reinforcements  from 
Johnston  were  hastening  to  join  Bragg.  Schofield  expected  Conch, 
who  was  bnt  twelve  miles  distant,  to  join  him  that  night  In  des¬ 
patches  dated  Newbem,  the  12ili  inst.,  Schofield  ststes  that  on  Uie 
night  of  the  10th  Bragg  retired  to  strong  iiitrenchinents  on  the  north 
bank  of  the  Neuse  River.  General  Lee  notifies  to  the  Confederate 
War  Department  that  General  Wade  Hampton  attacked  General  Kil- 

Smtrick,  without  mentioning  at  what  place,  on  tlie  lOtli,  and  drove  him 
n>in  his  encampment,  capturing  his  cannon,  horses,  train,  several 
hundred  prisoners,  and  recapturing  many  Confederate  prisoners.  The 
Federal  lues  in  killed  and  wounded  was  heavy  ;  that  of  the  Confederates 
slight.  Mr  Stanton  telegraphs  that  he  has  received  despatches  from 
Sherman,  dated  Laurel  hill,  North  Carolina,  of  tlie  8tb  inst,  which 
states  tliat  he  is  progressing  well,  bat,  for  prudential  reasons,  omits 
giving  details.  Richmond  papers  publish  a  correspondence  between 
Sherman  and  Wade  Hampton,  in  which  the  former  declares  be  will 
shoot  a  Confederate  soldier  for  every  one  of  his  men  killed  while 
foraging ;  and  the  latter  replies,  that  for  every  Confederate  so  exeented 
be  will  retaliate  by  shooting  two  Federal  officers.  General  Sheridan, 
in  a  despatch  to  General  Grant,  dated  Columbia,  Virginia,  reports  the 
progress  of  his  expedition  up  to  the  10th  lust.  He  alludes  to  a  previous 
despatch,  announcing  bis  occupation  of  Waynesboroogb,  and  the  defeat 
of  Early  by  Custer,  which  has  not  been  published.  From  Waynee- 
borougb  he  proceeded  to  Charlotteeville,  sending  oat  detachments, 
which  destroyed  bridges  and  portions  of  the  railways  to  within  twenty 
mllee  of  Ljncbbuig,  thence  to  Scottsville,  and  destroying  the  looks 
and  cutting  the  banks  of  the  James  River  Canal,  letting  in  the  full 
current  of  the  river,  and  tearing  up  the  railwey  alOTg  iu  banks.  All 
mills,  fiictories,  and  bridges  on  the  line  of  march  were  destroyed. 
Commodore  Holllos,  of  the  Confederate  navy,  was  reported  killed 
while  attempting  to  eecape  capture.  Sheridan  sidds  that  he  met  with 
no  opposition  afUr  the  conflict  with  Elarly,  and  found  food  and  forage  | 


b  abundanoe.  Mobile  dsspatrfies  of  the  28th  ult  to  the  Riohmood 
piqien  state  that  twonty*eigkt  Federal  steamers  and  transports  had 
entered  the  bay,  and  landed  laige  nnmbers  of  troope  upon  Danphb'a 
Island.  An  early  attack  npon  teat  city  was  expected. 

16. — Sconts  fW>m  General  Sherman  arrived  at  WilmiaRtou  ou  the 

lltb,  and  reported  his  army  encamped  at  Fayettoevllle,  North  Caro¬ 
lina.  Deepatobes  ftom  Fortrees  Monroe  to  the  Navy  Department  stoto 
that  Scbofiisld  oooopisd  Kinston  on  the  dOtb,  having  rstirsd  to- 

wrards  Ooldsborongh.  The  courier  who  brought  ^eridao^  dsspatohsa 
to  Grant  states  that  Sheridan  reconnoitred  Lynchburg,  but  found  its 
garrison  reinforosd  and  its  dsfenoss  too  strong  to  attack.  Tho  add 
that  be  was  sndsavooring  to  reach  White  House,  on  the  PamnnKj. 

17. — The  Potomac  Aimy  wae  under  anas  on  the  14th  and  15th  b 
oousemienoe  of  the  movement  of  large  bodies  of  troops  and  other  aotira 
operations  observsbls  within  Lee’s  lines.  Reports  were  ourrent  b  the 
army  that  several  principal  Federal  works  haa  been  mbed  by  the  Con¬ 
federates,  and  it  was  ooqjectnred  that  Uisir  movements  were  prepara¬ 
tory  to  a  sally,  to  be  immediately  followed  by  an  exploeion.  Rkhmond 
papers  suspended  pnlilicatioa  yesterday,  owing  to  the  absence  usoo 
special  military  service  of  all  their  workj^ple.  BAton  Rouge  des¬ 
patches  of  tbe  9tb  report  the  Confederate  General  Forreat  at  Macon, 
Georgia,  witli  15,000  cavalry,  to  which  he  waa  daily  recoivbg  addi¬ 
tions. 

18.  — Despatches  from  the  Potomac  Army  of  the  ICth  state  that  no 
attack  bad  been  made  by  Lee,  and  that  all  waa  a«dn  quiet  on  boA  tides 
of  the  hostile  lines.  General  Sheridan  remits  bu  arrival  at  SVadarioks- 
bnrg  Railway,  eroating  lb#  South  Anna  River  on  the  15th.  He  con¬ 
tinued  to  damage  the  James  River  Canal  to  Goochland,  whance  he 
turned  northward  and  destroyed  the  bridgee  on  both  Annao.  At  Vir- 
ginia  Central  Railway  bridge  the  Coufederatee  attempted  reefetanoa,  bnt 
were  driven  off,  losing  three  cannon.  The  breaking  up  of  the  ioc  on 
the  Snsquelianna  and  other  rivers  by  the  sudden  thaw  has  rsnisd  the 
inundation  of  the  districts  along  thsir  courses,  and  mfilions  of  doUan* 
wortli  of  property  ars  estimated  to  have  boon  destroyed. 

19. — General  Grant  tel«gra|>hs  the  following  extracts  firom  the 
Richmond  papers :  “  Tbs  Confederate  Congress  has  adjoumsd.  The 
James  River  Canal  is  being  repaired,  and  Presidsot  Davis  has  called 
upon  tiie  farmers  to  aid  in  the  work.  Vigorous  efforts  ars  bsing  made 
at  Richmond  to  nrganite  coloured  troops.  Mobile  despatches  of  the 
14th  inst.  state  tliat  the  city  was  strongly  menaced ;  twenty*one  of  the 
enemy’s  vessels  were  in  sight.  Great  activity  pfevailed  among  tbe 
enemy  in  Uie  I.ower  Ray.
